An International Chamber of Commerce 


That the countries of Europe are gradually ap- 
proaching a more normal economic and industrial 


state is indicated by the foreign trade figures of the 


United States for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1920. Of our thirteen-billion-dollar foreign trade 
for this period, more than five billion represents im- 
ports. In the month of June, 1920, alone we im- 
ported $259,959,545 worth of commodities more 
than in the month of June, last year. Of the $552,- 
875,088 which represents the total value of all our 
imports in June, this year, foodstuffs accounted for 
$225,887,252. On the other hand, our exports of 
foodstuffs for the month of June, 1920, totaled ix 
value $156,792,094, as against foodstuffs ex- 
ports valued at $356,086,5 32 in June, 1919. 

The steadily rising tide of imports into the United 
States presages an unprecedented struggle for world 
markets, for which this country must prepare thor- 
oughly and without delay. No small part of the 
success that will attend our efforts at maintaining 
our present, though by no means secure, position in 
the field of international commerce will depend on 
the amount of recognition and study that will be 
given to international commercial problems, not as 
individuals each one for himself, but collectively, 
as a nation of business men. 

An attempt at calling into existence an admini- 
strative and representative international body that 
will have for its goal the elimination of many of 
the present difficulties of international trade has 

n crowned with success by the setting up in Paris 
of the machinery of the newly organized Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce. Previously to the 
creation of the International Chamber, the business 
interdependence of the world’s commerce and the 
acute character of many of the pressing commer- 
cial, financial and economic problems had not been 
formally recognized. There had never been a seri- 
ous and united effort made to find a common ground 
on which unity of thought and action might take 
place. 

If the United States is to continue to aid in the 
development of other countries, and thus aid its own 

ustries, both by the investment of capital where 
ack of it is retarding progress and by the stimula- 
ton of trade by a greater interchange of commod- 
ites, then the business men of the country through 
= own organizations and the local chambers of 
: Merce in the different States must give full 
tk and co-operation to the aims and work of 

nternational Chamber. The same full measure

usiness men of France, Italy, Belgium and Great 


“Britain, the five “foundation” countries whose dele- 


gates met with those from the United States and set 
the machinery of the International Chamber agoing, 
will mean in the long run that the International 
Chamber will come to be the spokesman and guard- 
ian of the international affairs of production and 
distribution. 

At the headquarters of the International Chamber 
it is expected to centralize data concerning economic 
and social conditions, the facts of production and re- 
quirements, and the possibilities of future production 
and requirements in all the countries of the world. 
A co-ordinating instrument such as this has been 
sadly lacking for a long time. If the plans of the 
International Chamber are carried out, it will be in 
an enviable position to suggest regulations and legis- 
lative measures that will facilitate and encourage 
economic intercourse among the nations. 

An idea of the extent of the work which the In- 
ternational Chamber means to cover may be gleaned 
by a mention of some of the points which were in- 
cluded in the program of the conference, as fol- 
lows :— 

To make import and export trade easier. 

Safeguard international trade against unnecessary 
waste and fraud. 

Standardize international documents, practices and 
laws affecting commercial intercourse. 

Remove international friction. 

Increase the total production of the world, and 
make the product available to the people of the 
world. 

Increase the mutual profit in international trans- 
actions. 

Cultivate personal friendship between business 
men and bankers of different nations. 

Surely the foregoing embrace a broad, compre- 
hensive program that should serve, in its working 
out, to promote international friendship and restore 
that era of peace and prosperity that it has been 
impossible to bring about by force of arms! 

At the conference in Paris, the 500 delegates 
adopted resolutions that covered almost every phase 
of international trade. They showed a degree of 
recognition for the problems of international trade 
and a desire for perfecting a mutuality of interest 
that augur well for future trade relationship. One 
resolution offered the co-operation of national and 
local chambers of commerce with governments to 
reduce national and local government expenditure 
or administrative personnel. Another urged the 
formation of a special committee to study the ad- 
vantages of a bureau of exchange of foreign 
credits on the basis of reciprocal relations for the 
use of exporters. Another advocated an amend- 
ment to the present inequalities of treatment granted 
to foreign banks in different countries. 

A resolution was also adopted at the conference 
calling for the appointment of a committee to in- 
vestigate from a legal standpoint the mischievous 
use of trade names and providing that this com- 
mittee should prepare reports and distribute them 
among delegates sixty days before general meetings 
of the International Chamber. Such a committee 
is to be organized by each national chamber and 
will be urged to give serious study to unfair com- 
petitive methods, with a view to advocating special 
legislation in regard to it. It is high time that the 
pirating of trade marks and unfair trade practices 
received international consideration. If the Inter- 
national Chamber succeeds in stamping out this 
practice, it will have earned the highest praise from 
the honest business men of all countries. 

Another forward step by the Internation] Cham- 
ber was the resolution calling for the establishment 
of a customs tariff of the allied nations according 
to a common nomenclature. This resolution fur- 
ther recommends to the interested governments the 
establishment of a technical commission to unify 
customs regulations in the allied countries. The re- 
voking of import and export prohibitions as soon 
as the internal condition of each country allows 
was advocated in another resolution. 

While it is true that the United States leads other 
countries in its trade in world markets, Europe's re-

covery from the effects of the war must not be 
minimized. On foreign trade depends the pros- 
perity of the United States, now as never before. 
The conditions surrounding trading with this country 
have proved irksome to the nations of Europe, who 
literally have been forced to deal with us, and they 
are overlooking nothing that will enable them to 
release themselves from a burdensome commer. 1il 
vassalage to the United States for supplies of food, 
raw materials and manufactured articles. The 
rest of the world is hard at work; not only to re- 
habilitate itself and get through with its labors of 
readjustment and reconstruction, but to gird itself 
for commercial achievement when normality shall 
have been restored. 

Every American manufacturer must broaden his 
vision to include the world horizon. He must look 
beyond the confines of the domestic market, which 
may seem adequate for the moment, and plan to 
share to the limit of his ability the development of 
our foreign trade. That the traditional indiffer- 
ence of the American to foreign conditions has been 
supplanted by a new consciousness is evidenced by 
his participation in the work of the International 
Chamber. This points the way to a broader and 
more permanent trade foundation. With the 
building up of an American merchant marine our 
American goods shall reach into every quarter of 
the globe. In work, co-operation and the inter- 
change of commodities lies the salvation of the 
world. 
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Bolstering Cottonseed Oil 


“I hear almost universal complaint about the 
weather,” remarked Mark Twain, “but nothing ever 
seems really done about it.” 

There is almost universal complaint about high 
prices, and, as the humorist quaintly remarked about 
the weather, nothing seems really done about it. 

However, the weather does change. The bad 
weather is followed by fine; and, whether anything 
is done or not, the irresistible pressure of changing 
conditions will ultimately bring about deflation in 
the price of commodities. 

It is when prices begin to fall, when the law of 
supply and demand steps in and calls for lower 
values and a commodity cannot be exchanged for 
the amount of money it could be traded for during 
the war, that an effort is made to do something. 
The return of prices to a lower and more normal 
level will be a natural one, but it has already been 
proved that, all along the line, desperate efforts will 
be made to prevent this return to normal by all 
sorts of practices, the most popular of which is an 
attempt to limit production by artificial restrictions 
and destructive waste. 

The fight against a return to normal has started 
in many lines—in almost every line in which prices 
have fallen. This may be Human Nature—poor 
old Human Nature is accused of everything—but is 
it good business? Is it according to good business 
morals to attempt to create a scarcity of something 
the world needs, simply to enhance the price? 

Among the commodities in which there has been 
a decline in price is cottonseed oil. The fight to 
curtail production in this commodity has begun. 

“Don’t send your seed to the crusher."” This is 
the advice that cottonseed crushers are giving the 
farmers of the South. There is no use trying to dis- 
guise what this means. Should the advice be taken, 
a large part of the seed would be wasted. It is not 
so many years ago that cottonseed had no value—it 
was a waste product—but that was before cotton- 
seed oil became one of. the most used oils in the

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world, before the feeding value or even the fertiliz- 
ing value of the cottonseed was understood. 

Because there has been a sharp decline in the 
price of cottonseed oil, the Texas Cottonseed Crush- 
ers’ Association called a meeting, which was held 
at Dallas on July 27; and, to quote a report of this 
meeting furnished by the Association:—‘‘Farmers 
were advised to hold their cottonseed or to feed it 
to their livestock or fertilize their farms.” 

Farmers, financially ‘able, might hold their seed. 
They might throw it away if they cared to. This 
used to be done. To feed it to their livestock or to 
use it as fertilizer, however, would mean that it 
must be crushed first. Uncrushed, lint-covered cot- 
tonseed would not make a good feed for either cat- 
tle or hogs, and seed as it comes from the gin is 
hardly to be classed as a fertilizer material. There 
is good stock food value to the residue after the oil 
has been extracted, and also good fertilizer material 
produced as a by-product of seed crushing; but to 
get his feed or his fertilizer, the farmer must have 
his seed crushed, and what the crushers desire is 
that the new crop seed—now just beginning to 
move in Southern Texas—be held back on the 
farms, so that an artificial scarcity may be created 
and the price of the oil enhanced. 


It is stated that there were tarmers, bankers, 
crushers, State officials and industrial representatives 
at this Dallas meeting, and, after a thorough dis- 
cussion of the situation, the one great idea that was 
advanced was that farmers hold back their new 
crop seed. 


A committee appointed at this meeting has is- 
sued a report in which figures are produced to prove 
that it is not possible to pay the farmer more than 
$25 a ton for seed with the products of the seed 
at present prices. Here is the way the value of a 
ton of seed is figured by the committee :—

It is interesting to compare these figures with 
those of the Agricultural Commissioner of Louisi- 
ana, made two years ago this month, showing the 
value of a ton of seed at that time. It will be noted 
that there is some difference in estimated yield from 
a ton of seed, as well as in the prices. The 1918 
figures were :— 

Crude oil, 307.5 Ibs., at 17'4c. Ib... . $53.81 
Cake and meal, 960 lbs., at $54 per ton. . .25.92

According to these figures, the value of a ton of 
seed, which was $70 during the war, is $25 today. 
Today the price of crude oil is 10 cents a pound. 
During the war the government gave the oil market 
the support of a fixed price of 17.50 cents a pound 
for crude oil at the crushers. In the spring of 1915 
the price of cottonseed was just about what it is to- 
day— it was quoted nominally at $24 a ton at most 
Southern points. At that time the price of oil was 
not 10 cents a pound, but 5 1-3 cents a pound. 

The export demand for cottonseed oil during the 
cotton year which ended July 31 was disappointing. 
Domestic consumption has not been up to expecta- 
tions, and the result is that the beginning of the new 
cotton year sees a large stock of oil on hand. This 
market has met with a situation—unusual in recent 
years—where the supply is greater than the de- 
mand. The fact that the growing cotton crop has 
steadily improved from the poorest start on record 
until it now promises to be a 1 3,000,000-bale crop, 
is against the price of oil. The prices of so few 
commodities have come down that the decline that 
has occurred since government support was with- 
drawn from this industry and fixed prices abolished 
has created much consternation among the crushers. 
It is hard for them to see other prices advancing and 
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to consider that at this time last year crude oil was 
22 cents a pound and today it is 10 cents; to re- 
member that last year cake was $68.50, as com- 
pared with $50 today; hulls $9, compared with $5, 
and that the government fixed a price of 6 cents 
to 8! cents on linters, worth a cent a pound today 
if you can find anyone who wants any. 

There is no doubt that wartime conditions forced 
abnormal prices for cottonseed products. Linters 
served the ammunition makers even better than long 
staple cotton; and, while the government did not fix 
the price of cotton and allowed it to go as high as 
it would, it supported the oil market by fixing a 
highly profitable price for cottonseed oil. To expect 
cottonseed products to remain permanently at war- 
time prices would be absurd. Too rapid a break is 
demoralizing. Is it wise, however, to waste a seed 
crop, as it would be wasted in the farmers’ hands, 
or better to crush the seed, secure the feed and fer- 
tilizer that is needed and carry the oil until a mar- 
ket is found for it? 


Some years ago the farmers of the South, influ- 
enced by an active propaganda, held back a large 
part of their cotton crop. It was not stored prop- 
erly, and the “country damage’ was’ enormous. 
The bales were left out in the weather until only the 
core remained marketable lint. The crushers well 
understand that if the farmers attempt to hold their 
seed there will never be nearly as much to market 
as if they send it to the crushers promptly. The 
farmer would be the immediate loser, but the whole 
world would lose, because the world needs all the 
soil products. It is hardly possible that campaigns of 
this sort can have much effect on prices. When the 
flood begins to recede and the river to seek its nat- 
ural channel, no artificial barriers will prevent its 
finding it. Not only in the cottonseed oil market, but 
in all lines it will be found impossible to hold prices 
higher than justified by the law of supply and de- 
mand. The wise business man—while hoping that 
the return to normal may be without undue hard- 
ship to producers—will recognize that not only is 
there no use fighting the inevitable, but also that the 
future prosperity of this country is most intimately 
bound up with a return to normal and an end of the 
era of inflation brought about by wartime con- 
ditions.

British Chemical Industry Problems 

A perusal of the report of the fourth annual 
meeting of the Association of British Chemical 
Manufacturers held recently in London, England, 
and brief abstracts of which will be found else- 


where in this issue, if anything serves to accentuate 
that the conditions which American industry is 
facing today are similar to those confronting British 
industry, and for that matter the industries of all 
nations. So far as the chemical industry is con- 
cerned, the impetus which the British industry re- 
ceived as a direct result of the war is being jealously 
guarded by the British manufacturers, though they 
have not received as full a measure of support from 


the government a> have chemical manufacturers in 
the United States. 


If we in this country are vexed by problems of 
taxation, difficulty of obtaining raw material and 
slowness of moving freight upon our railways, our 
cousins across the sea are by no means immune from 
these diseases. The British manufacturer, too, dis- 
claims against a form of profit taxation that he 
believes hampers the best efforts of industry, and he 
has his own legislative troubles to contend with. 
If we in this country have ambitious plans for the 
development of our dye and chemical industry, these 
are not one whit more ambitidus than those enter- 
tained by the British for the development of their 
industry. 

So far as competition with America is concerned, 
the attitude of the British manufacturer toward the 
American invasion of his home field is one of ad- 
mirable fortitude. He looks upon the entrance of 
American chemical manufacturers into the chemical 
industry of his island as one to be welcomed, in 
that it will enable him to use the words of R. F. T. 
Armstrong, “‘to learn from them at close hand.” 
Instead of decrying and inveighing against American 
participation in the British chemical industry, the 
British manufacturers look upon it as an incentive 
to them to forge ahead. 

For the development of their industry the British 
bespeak what we in this country have long recog- 
nized as the two most important factors entering 
into industrial success, namely :—-Co-ordination and 
co-operation. The Association of British Chemical 
Manufacturers is on the right path. It has grown 
in strength and power during the past four years.

Fertilizer Industry and Car Shortage 

It is becoming more and more apparent that any 
step taken toward ameliorating the deplorable cop. 
dition in which the railroads of the country find 
themselves is a step in the direction of better indus. ' 
trial conditions. As Mr. Macdowell, president of 
the Armour Fertilizer Works, of Chicago, II}, 
points out in his comments on the fertilizer situation 
(‘Fertilizers Wait On Cars,” page 27), the short. 
age in the number of cars necessary to move the 
raw material entering into the production of chemi- 
cal fertilizers has slowed up the output of the 
entire industry. 

It is not so much a shortage of cars as it is the 
failure to move the cars available that is respons: 
ble for the congestion on our railroad systems. 
Though conditions are not nearly so bad as they 7 
were when the strike of the railroad switchmen F 
paralyzed the movement of freight to and from the 
terminals in the important shipping centers, there 
are still more than 90,000 freight cars blocked on 
the rails. It will require the exercise of a great 
degree of co-operation between the railroads and the 
shippers ere conditions will be restored to normal. 

Industry is so interdependent that a shortage of 
cars in which to move coal is transmitted through a 
number of industries until the effect is felt by the 
consumer of a product entirely unrelated to or re. 
motely connected with coal. As Mr. Macdowel 
indicates, the shortage of coal for by-product cok- 
ing leads to a shortage in sulphate of ammonia, 
which in turn means that the farmer is unable to 
cultivate his crops with the intensity necessary to 
meet the insatiable demand from the metropolitan 
centers for food. What is true of sulphate of am- 
monia is equally applicable to the shipment of phos 
phate rock from Florida and Tennessee. 

Naturally, the failure of the fertilizer manv 
facturing plants to work to maximum capacity wil 
affect production, and this in its turn will serve to 
keep prices at top notch figures. Mr. Macdowel 
has not only realized the present serious conditions 
and pointed them out for the benefit of Reporter 
readers, but he has suggested a partial remedy, § 
which is to arrange for early shipping orders with : 
the manufacturers. In this way the movement oi F 
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time. 

The granting of increased passenger and freight a 
rates to the railroads will enable many of the lines 
to take on what virtually will amount to a new 
lease on life.

forced, or they fail to furnish that degree of conti 
necessary to stamp out the drug evil. Whicher' 
is the cause, steps should be taken to remedy !

In a aie the came before the New York Fed 
eral Grand Jury recently, the fact was established 
that a license to buy and sell narcotics was © 
tained by a man who gave a fictitious name and # 
dress, and who filed a fictitious certificate ™ 
County Clerk’s office to do business under the 
name of an unincorporated company, which boust! 
and sold large quantities of opium. One purchas 
consummated by the illegal concern amounted ! 
more than 900 pounds. This in turn was resold 
other persons, who had no right whatever to PY 
chase it. 

Here we have a condition of affairs that the Hs 
rison act was presumed to correct, if not prevent @ 
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tirely. Small wonder that the Grand Jury that 
reviewed the evidence in the case handed down a 
presentment that scored the present methods of drug 
control afforded by the Harrison act recom- 
mended that some other form of regulation be 
adopted. Not only did the jurors urge a new 
method of drug control, but they suggested that 
this control be patterned upon that which now 
safeguards the sale of alcoholic liquors. This, in 
effect, would mean that the party to whom a license 
is issued shall be required to give a bond and then 
sell only on certificates issued after due investiga- 
tion by the collector of internal revenue or upon 
physicians’ prescriptions.

The grain and cotton farmer is also ascertaining that pedigreed 
seeds produce more and better yields when tully fed on a balanced 
ration, supplied in part from the outside, than when left to live nat- 
urally off the farm fertility. His labor, fixed capital and other overhead 
costs are about halved if he grows a 30-bushel-per-acre average of 
wheat as against 15, and so it is with cotton and other field crops. He 
can grow more with a given amount of labor—now so hard to secure— 
and as his cost to grow per pound is reduced, he is much safer as to 
profits than on a lower-yield, higher-cost basis. 


At no time can these facts be more important to the producer, the 
railroads and the public than now. Farm profits must be insured; farm 
buying must be maintained; food costs for town people must be low- 
ered without injustice to the farmer; and railroad+ tonnage from good 
crops and from the town products purchased by the farmers must be 
sustained if country and town are to be kept prosperous and as con- 
tented as red blooded human beings can be when given a fair field. 


The manufacturer of agricultural chemicals is a maker of primary 
food—food for plants—that they may thrive and properly nourish the 
people. As such, and especially at this time, it is important that as large 
a production and shipment as possible of fertilizer for fall and spring use 
be secured 

The shortage of coal for by-product coking is reducing the sul- 
phate of ammonia production; shortage of cars is restricting the inship- 
ment of phosphate rock and other ingredients for manufacturing; and 
early shipping orders for fall fertilizers are being held back for lack 
of cars. The car shortage in the Florida and Tennessee phosphate 
fields is especially dangerous.. Of the 5,000 cars requisitioned in June 
for Florida rock shipments for interior plants, only 900 were supplied, 
and the Tennessee shippers are even worse off. Acidulating plants are 
running from hand to mouth, and many acid plants have had to cur- 
tail production. The Car Service Commission has instructed the rail- 
ways to furnish 75 per cent. of the equipment needed daily by the in- 
dustry for the fall movement, as shown by a plant survey made by the 
National Fertilizer Association. The order has not been in effect long 
enough to indicate how effective it will be—but “here’s hoping.” 

In the meantime, overhead manufacturing costs are jumping, 
through reduced and intermittent manufacturing, and the industry 1s 
fearful that it will not be able this fall to follow its advice to its cus- 
tomers to keep down the overhead by a full production per dollar 
of fixed capital. 

The demand for fertilizer is insistent and the prospects are that 
every ton that can be made and shipped will be called for, and 
“then some.” 

Heavy loading per car is the order of the day. Early shipping 
orders, making for a longer shipping season, will help.

GERMAN RESEARCH 
AIDS REBUILDING 


Reconstruction of Various In- 


dustries Progressing Through 
Scientific Work, Says 


Lecturer 
LGERLIN, July 21, 1920. 
Dr. KR. Pschorr, the new rector of the 
Tecechnical* High School at Charlotten 


burg, in taking over his task, outlined, 


in a profound address, the latest achieve- 
ments, the present situation and future 
prospects of scientific research as an aid 
in the reconstruction o1 Germany. me 
speaker disclosed the fact that German 
science is working hard to make the 
fatherland “independent,” which means 


that Germany will no longer buy certain 
materials from foreign countries. Ger- 
many, aS a buyer, is of interest to ex- 
porting countries, such as the United 
States, and for this reason Rector 
Pschorr’s arguments and prophecies 


should concern American exporters. aside 


from the general question of Germany’s 
solvency, present and future, which cer- 
tainly does affect world economy. 

Dr. Pschorr, after reviewing the in- 
ception and fulfilment of the nitro-fer- 
tilizer industry, says Germany is able 
not only to furnish enough fertilizer to 
German agriculture, but also to sell a 
considerable part of the vast output to 
foreign farmers. Thus one item of ex- 
pense, fertilizer import, is eliminated, 
and one source of income is added to 
the national budget. 

Sulphur and sulphuric acid are next 
discussed by Dr. Pschorr. There are no 


sulphur mines in Germany Consequent- 





ly Germany had to import sulphur most 
of it from Spain, Sweden and Norway. 
But there are plenty of minerals con- 
taining sulphur. such as gypsum and 
magnesium sulphate The problem of 
extracting sulphuric acid from these ma- 
terials was not entirely solved during 
the war. However, according to Rector 
Pschorr. German science has now 


progressed far enough to justify the pre- 


diction that Germany will have to im- 
port sulphur no longer 
Glycerine, Acetone 

The next item touched upon by the 
rector comprised acetone. acetic acid and 
glycerine. The former two depend upon 
dry distillation of wood Germany’s 
forests being too small and too valuable 
for any such purpose, the nation was 
compelled to import wood from foreign 
countries rich in forests, and as to ace- 
tic lime she had to depend upon Amer- 
ica. German science found a way to 
produce artificial acetone. thus leading 
to the production of artificial rubber. 
Dr. Pschorr claims Germany will he able 
to get along without foreign rubber 


Glycerine was a German child of sor- 
row during the war, as fats, its progeni- 





tors, were scarce and costly. When a 
way was discovered to produce glycerine 
from sugar. it was said this was like 
jumping from the frying pan into the 
fire. Sugar was as scarce and as much 
of a necessary food as fats. But this 
difficulty was overcome. Science found 


sugar, enough to use in the production of 


glycerine, in wood cellulose or saw dust. 
There is even enough of this sugar pro- 
duced to augment the food sugar ra- 
tions dished out to the people.

On the other hand 
we are experimenting on processes that 
will produce fuel from coal dust and 
hydrogen directly. 

Most of the German coal being re- 
quisitioned by the Allies, Germans are 
turning to lignite and peat. Lignite is 
looming up important as a fuel for gas 
engines It is also furnishing coke 
cheap “briketts” (cakes of compressed 
coal dust) and tar. 


Importance of Tar 


The importance of tar is growing, since 
its principal ingredients, 








paraffins, are 
known to be convertible into fat acids 
by oxidation This means an end to our 
soap famine and, perhaps. an end to 
our fat famine Alkalis will turn those 
fat acids into soup, and with glycerine 
added they will yield food fats. 
Dyestuffs and Chemicals 
In the mean time the dyestuff and 
chemicals industry is keeping apace, says 
Rector Pschor: They have preserved 
their reputation and there is a greater 
demand for German fast dyes and Ger-

from fertilizer manufacturers more Care- 
ful attention to the obtaining of accu- 
rate samples of materials for analys 

One of the matters that received spe- 
cial attention was that of preparing at 
the earliest period a pamphlet giving 
full details of the proper: method of 
sampling the various fertilizer mate- 
rials and in the course of the discussions 
stress was laid upon the fact that this 
is a period of highly specialized work, 
when hit-or-miss methods no longer sat- 
isfv or meet requirements, and when the 
whole fertilizer industry is placed upon 
a basis of absolute scientific accuracy. 
The institute will seek to bring about 
more efficient and exact chemical con- 
trol, and the different speakers pointed 
out how careless or unskilled methods 
work to the detriment of the buyer or 
the seller of materials, and how the fer- 


tilizer trade is often actually damaged 
because of the failure to proceed along 
approved lines with the analyses of sup-

New York Oversea Co. Files 
Particulars in Suit Against 
Wright Chemical Corp. 


The New York Oversea Co., Inc., which 
is suing Wright Chemical Corporation 
for $12 142.26, has filed a bill of partic- 
ulars in the County Clerk’s office setting 





forth in detail the transaction upon 
which it predicates its claim for dam- 
ages, Satterlee, Canfield & Stone of 27 


William street appear for the plaintiff. 
Omission of certain facts relevant to 
the suit and called for in the bill of par- 
ticulars, states the plaintiff, is because 
L. H. Strom, a vice-president of the New 


York Oversea Co., Inc., who was general 
manager when the alleged breach oc- 
curred, is abroad, He is said to be per- 
sonally acquainted with the facts in- 
volved in the controversy. 

The corporation through correspond- 
ence and documentary evidence offers 
certain information which must be_ con- 
sidered sufficient until the return of Mr. 
Strom from Europe. The bill of partic- 
ulars was de manded by the defendant 
after an amended complaint had been 
filed. The suit concerns two contracts 
for 20 tons of dinitrophenol and were 
executed in July and September, 1918. 

The amended complaint’ states the 
plaintiff, a_New York corporation with 
offices at 17 Battery Place, entered into 
agreements with the defendants for the 
purchase of 20 tons of dinitrophenol of 
good merchantable quality, guaranteed 
not to contain more than 5 per cent. 
moisture. 

According to the plaintiff it is en- 
gaged in the foreign importing and ex- 
porting business as commission  mer- 
chants, and before making a_ contract 


with the defendant, had received an order 
for 20 tons of dinitrophenol from a cus- 
tomer in South America. 

Because of the defendant’s warranty 
the New York Oversea Corporation says 
it received between July 31 and Septem- 
ber 21, 1918, 20 tons of dinitrophenol 
from the defendant which was accepted 
and paid for. When examined the plain- 
tiff states it was discovered that the mer- 
chandise contained a moisture in excess 
of 5 per cent., and had a melting point 
of several degrees below that considered 
good merchantable quality. It was also 
alleged that it had an odor of nitro-ben- 
zine. These alleged defects were of a 
hidden nature, says the plaintiff, and 
could not be discovered except by in- 
spection and examination of the mer- 
chandise after it was delivered. 

Immediately after the discovery, 
plaintiff says, it notified the seller that 
the New York Oversea Corporation 
would expect the Wright concern to re- 
imburse the buyer for any damages suf- 
fered by reason of the alleged defective 
material.

was terminated and loss of profits which 
would have been realized had the goods 
been up to specifications and warranty 
was sustained, in addition to the pay- 
ment of the claim of the South American 


customer. When it was compelled to 
sell the rejected goods at the market 
price, the plaintiff says its loss totaled 
$4,892.49. 

The second cause of action the plain- 
tiff states that contract was made on or 
about September 25, 1918, for ten tons of 
dinitrophenol. It had been ordered from 


the New York Oversea Co. for shipment 
to South America and the quality simi- 
lar to that claimed in the warranty was 
specified. 

The plaintiff claims damages. of 


$7,249.77, for the alleged breach of this 
contract and seeks interest on its claim 
from October 22, 1919, together with dis- 
bursements and costs. 


The Wright Chemical Corporation has 
answered the complaifit by acknowledg- 
ing the existence of contract, but denies 
the allegation that the percentage of 
moisture in the merchandise was beyond 
® per cent. The denial was also made 
that the plaintiff, upon receipt of the 
first shipment, had alleged a breach of 
warranty.

It is announced by st atis icians in 
the building line that building opera~ 
tions last month showed a decline of 
91 per cent. from the previous month. 
It is undoubtedly true that the railroad 


situation is such as to be a hindrance 


to activity in the building trades bat 
at the same time the fact that there 
was a decline in the amount of new 
work started in July does not mean 


that there has been any less construc- 


y The dine tri ; 
tion work going on, The building trades 


in most sections are engaged up to 
labor possibilities. Conditions have 
peen different this year trom those of 
other years. Last year July was the 


month that showed the largzest amount 
of new work started, while this year 
the showing has been poorer than that 
of any other month. The differe nce is 
to be found in the fact that during the 
first six months of this year there was 
so much new construction werk started 
that the limit of what could be taken 
care of was being reached, and the 
time had come when there has to be 
a slowing down. There is plenty of 
raw material, it may be, but the scarc- 
ity of labor and finished material has 
undoubtedly had more to do with the 
slowing down of new construction work 
than has the railroad situation. One 
authority in speaking of the situation 
says:—“The present slump affords the 
construction industry a chance to catch 
up on existing contracts.” 

The demand tor new construction all 
over the country is unprecedented. 
There are more people in this country 
than can be properly housed, Office 
room is almost unobtainable in many 
large cities. In all lines more building 
is needed badly. Contemplated build- 
ing projects reported from January 1 
to August 1 have amounted to $3,300,- 
000,000, which is nearly double the 
work started, which totals $1,746,009,- 
000. Last year the work started dur- 
ing the first seven months totaled $1,- 
301,000,000. It may be that the railroad 
situation has been the cause of delay 
in starting much of the contemplated 
work, but the showing actually made is 
a most impressive one, and it is ¢vi- 
dent that—under normal conditions — 
a vast amount of new construction 
work will be started during the re- 
mainder of this year. 

July building contracts in the New 
England States amounted to $29,667.- 
000, which was about the same as the 


average figure during the first half of 
the year, 
In New York State and Northern 


New Jersey building contracts for July 
amounted to $36,430,000, a marked de- 
cline from the figure for June. 

In the district comprising Eastern 
Pennsylvania, Southern New Jersey, 
Maryland, Delaware, the District of 
Columbia and Virginia the total was 
$23,370,000, a slight increase over the 
June figures. 

In the Pittsburgh district, including 
Western Pennsylvania, West Virginia 
and Ohio the total for July was $36,- 
000,000, $8,000,000 less than the figure 
for June. 

In the Central West, including illi- 
nois, Indiana, Yowa, Wisconsin, Michi- 
gan and portions of Missouri, Kansas 
and Nebraska the July figures were 
$69,534,000, a decline of $15,000,000 from 
the June figures, 

In the Northwest, Minnesota and the 
Dakotas the total was $97391,099, an 
increase of $2,000,000 over the June 
figures. 

While the paint industry is intensely 
interested in the building activities the 
industry as a whole could not very 
well handle more business than it is 
taking care of. In many lines pro- 
ducers have been sold up to the end of 
the season for some time, and in all 
lines the business continues good for 
this season of the year. 

“I don’t know just what is the con- 
dition of affairs in the building trades,” 


said a representative of a lead pig- 
ment concern, “but I do know that 


there is a very good demand for leads 
for this season of the year. They must 
do something with what they are buy- 
ing. They don’t eat it.”

not much. With raw materials not 
produced in this country it is different, 
but as a rule supplies of imported ma- 
terials on this side are small. There 
were about 1,500 barrels of Spanish 
oxide received at this port this week 
and 308 bags of umber. There were 
also importations of whiting from 
Copenhagen and Antwerp. Ten bar- 
rels of German blues is all the colors 
the import lists show from that coun- 
try. Following will be found detailed

PIG LEAD AND SPELTER 


PIG LEAD.—The 


pig lead market 
has been quiet this week. Supplies 


are scant, and there is nothing press- 
ing for sale. On the other hand con- 
sumers show no disposition to rush 
into an empty market and boost the 
price on themselves. The result has 
been a quiet market with a firm un- 
dertone, Prices have not been 
changed by the leading producers. 
The New York quotation is_ still 
8.50c., and the St. Louis quotation 
8.25c. Cables from London during 
the latter part of the week showed 
the market there a little easier. 
SPELTER.—There has been rather 
a better tone to the spelter market 
this week with more interest manifest 
at East St. Louis. The amount of 
new business actually being placed, 
however, is not large.

7.65¢. Fall deliveries are 10 points 
over the spot price.

PIGMENTS 


BARYTES.—There is a little easier 
feeling in the local barytes situation 
as some shipments have been received 
here that have relieved the market to 
a certain extent. There is no change 
in the general situation, however, and 
there will be a scarcity of barytes for 
some time to come. The scarcity of 
crude barytes is effecting not only 
the floated barytes market, but also 
the lithopone and blanc fixe markets, 
for production this season has been 
much short of what these industries 
needed. Under normal conditions im- 
ports of crude barytes would be heavy, 
but freight from Germany is such an 
unsatisfactory and uncertain thing 
that this business is discouraged. 
Makers of barytes have been engaged 
months ahead for a long time, and 
there is not much goods being turned 


out that is not already sold. There 
is an eager demand for all that is 
obtainable. For the same reason that 


there is not much crude barytes com- 
ing in from abroad, importers of 
floated barytes are small. There has 


been so little received this year that, 


the market has not been able to notice 


i Prices remain nominally un- 
changed. Contracts are being made 
for distant delivery subject ‘to the 
price at the time of shipment, and 


producers are so busy trying to catch 


up with deliveries that they can not 
offer much on the spot.

DRY COLORS 


There has been a good market for 
dry colors right along, and many peo- 
ple in the trade say that their business 
has been better this summer than any 


summer they have ever known. Just 
now it is somewhat dull in the high- 
class printers’ ink colors, but the de- 


mand from the paint mixers continues 
good, and in some lines there is a most 
acute shortage. This is particularly 
true of ultramarines. All the makers 
of ultramarines are sold up months 
ahead and orders are being placed for 
deliveries eight months away. So great 
is the shortage that consumers who 
formerly used only high grades are 
ready to buy any grades in any quan- 


tity. In iron blues it is the same old 
story. The big producers still quote 
$1, but there is much talk of a lower 


price. If there was much foreign goods 
coming in the situation would be an 
interesting one, but receipts from 
abroad have been very light and prom- 
to continue so. Small lots of Ger- 
man iron blues have sold as low at 75 
cents. but there has not been enough 
received to have any influence on the 
market. The demand for Italian sienna 
and Spanish oxide is good, and while 
there have been importations of both 
recently stocks are not large.

thing they can. It is not possible to 


place orders for nearby delivery any 
more than it is to buy spot goods, and 
consumers are placing orders to be 
filled next spring. One consumer who 
always uses high grade ultramarine 
could not get what he needed and 
eagerly grabbed up a shipment of low 
grade goods done up in four ounce 
packages that had been intended for 
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Browns 

The demand for Italian sienna con- 


tinues good, and the recently received 
imports are going into consumption 
rapidly. The stock in this country is 
small considering the demands of the 
consuming trade, and there is no 
chance of the supply being greater 
than the needs of the market for some 
time to come Prices hold steady on 
all lines of browns and there is a good 
demand for Vandyke.

COLORS IN OIL 


Paint mixers are watching the lin- 
seed oil market with interest and hope 
that they will be able to get their oil 
enough cheaper to justify an all around 
reduction of prices later on. There can 
be no such reduction made at this time, 
however, for there is no cheap oil be- 
ing offered on the spot, and of course 
all paint mixers have their oil con- 
tracted for for some time in advance. 
The cut in the price of oil that is in- 
teresting the trade is that on oil for de- 
livery from October forward, and when 
this cheaper oil begins to go into con- 
sumption it will probably have due 
weight upon the price of colors in oil. 
In spite of the talk of a curtailment 
of building activities paint mixers find 
that the demand keeps up remarkably 
well. It is a busy summer with them 
and the outlook for an active fall de- 
mand is good. Aside from the fact that 
linseed oil is coming down there is 
little chance to reduce the cost of 
manufacture as wages, freight and 
other changes are still on the up-turn 
and dry colors hold remarkably steady.

In tubs 
commercial is quoted at $2.50 per 100 
pounds; pure in tubs is quoted at $4.75 
and in linseed at $8.50. 
WHITING.—tThe supply of whiting 
has been short for some time, and 
this fact has caused importers to place 
some orders for this material abroad. 
There were 1,250 casks of whiting re- 
this port this week from 
Copenhagen and 500 bags from Ant- 
werp. It is not probable, however, 
that there will be imports heavy 
enough to materially change the mar- 
ket situation, and supplies are far too 
small for consumers to build up 
stocks. Prices remain unchanged. 
Commercial is quoted at $1.40, gilders’ 
bolted at $1.45, extra gilders’ bolted 
at $1.55. English cliffstone at $2 and 
American paris white at $1.75. 


GLUES 


The glue market just now is fairly 
active, not so active as it might be, 
but active enough to give no partic- 
ular cause for complaint. There has 
been little change in the situation 
since our last reports, and this means 
that there has been little improvement 
in the railroad situation as far as 
this industry is concerned. The glue 
industry has had more than its share 
of trouble over car shortage and rail 
tie-ups right along and thus far has 
waited in vain for some material im- 
provement in the situation. There is 
a little foreign glue coming in. Some 
has arrived recently from Germany, 
and some has been brought here from 
Peru. This is an interesting feature 
of the trade, but not anything to have 
much effect on the market, as_ the 
amount brought in as yet has been 
too small to be much of a market in- 
fluence. The higher priced glues are 
not quite as steady as are the cheaper 


sorts, but the market holds well and 
producers are not inclined to change 
their quotations. Prices are as fol- 
lows:—Extra white, per pound, 35@ 
45c.; medium white, 30@35c.; cabinet, 
25@26c.; low grade, 22@26c.; foot 
stock, 19@22c.; brown, 19@22c.; com- 
mon bone, 18@2I1c. 
VARNISH GUMS 
The market in varnish gums con- 


tinued quiet. There is very little busi- 
ness doing, and there has not been for 
some time. It is largely because con- 
sumers have been holding back for so 
long that the trade expects an active 
demand in the fall. There is con- 
siderable gum on its way to this coun- 
try now, but there have been few 
orders placed in the far East recently, 
and when the gum now in transit is 
received the movement in this direction 
will be light for some time to come. 
Conditions have been such recently that 
importers have not been disposed to 
quote closely. They have felt that 
there was no increase in business to be 
brought about by marking prices down, 
they still continue to quote prices as 
unchanged. It is not denied, however, 
that in certain lines concessions can 
be obtained on firm offers. There is a 
feeling, however, that the market will 
stiffen as soon as the demand starts, 
and dealers are not anticipating any 
material reduction in prices in the im- 
mediate future. Kauri gums are in 
better demand than most other grades, 
and most handlers are not inclined to 
believe that any considerable amount of 
adulterated kauri has reached this 
market. Quotations are as follows:—

WINDOW GLASS 


Now and then a few cases of window 
glass reach this country from Europe, 
but imports are so small that they 
amount to practically nothing. Europe 
is not in position to export much win- 
dow glass, and what little exportable 
surplus there may be in Belgium or 
elsewhere is more needed in other 
countries than in this. There is no 
change in the window glass situation, 
and the talk about a curtailment in 
building operations does not mean that 
there is going to be enough glass to fill

There is a much better feeling in the 
naval stores market this week. There 
has been an improvement in the de- 
mand for both turpentine and rosin. Es- 
pecially has there been a better market 
in rosin. It is true that there was more 
business done during the first than dur- 
ing the latter part of the week, but the 
total business of the week was the best 
the market has known for a long time. 
There were good sales of rosin made 
for export to South America, but a 
large part of the buying was for do- 
mestic consumption. The soap and 
paper makers were good buyers in this 
market, and reports from the South 
iat there was a good demand at

There is a ship about to leave Jack- 
sonville with 7,000 barrels of turpentine 
aboard and another soon to sail from 
Brunswick and still another from 
Pensacola, 

In the local market turpentine ad- 
vanced five cents a gallon during the 
week, while rosins were up 25c, to 40c. 
a barrel. The advance was not so 
great, but the better tone manifest en- 
couraged holders and handlers to be- 
lieve that the decline is over. The 
erest of the into-sight movement has 
been passed. Unless there should be 
unusual holding back, there has been 
more than half the crop brought into 
sight. Many consumers seem to think 
that if the market does not break at 
this time it will do better later on. At 
least they believe that it is time to be- 
gin to do some buying, and some con- 
sumers covered a part of their require- 
ments this week with the idea of buy- 
ing more should the market decline, 
and of having some under contract 
should it advance. 

In rosins there has been a demand 
both for mediun grades and pale 
rosins. The buying for export has 
been largely of nm-edium grades, while 
domestic soap and paper makers have 
taken advantage of the weakness of 
high grades as compared with normal 
differences and bought pale rosins. 

It may be that the fact that freight 
rates are going to be increased has 
had something to do with the im- 
proved demand this week, as it is na- 
tural, of course, for domestic con- 
sumers to wish to get their goods 
moved before the rates go up if it is 
possible. 

The trade is watching the European 
situation very closely and is trying to 
decide what effect the mix-up in Eu- 
rope may have on the naval stores 
market. It is a difficult question to 
answer, but the general opinion seems 
to be that there will be nothing hap- 
pen abroad that will lessen the de- 
mand for American naval stores for 
export. 

While the movement is’ usually 
heavier in July than in any other 
month of the year, there are many in 
the market who believe that this sea- 
son the movement has been so re- 
tarded that there may be a larger into- 
sight next month than this. However, 
the fear that the movement may prove 
to be a later one than usual does not 
seem to be weighing very heavily on 
the market just now, and holders seem 
confident of their position. 

The arrivals at this port are increas- 
ing, but the yards have been clean for 
some time, and there is yet little or no 
change for the accumulation of stocks 
at this port. 


TURPENTINE 


There has been a steady undertone 
to the turpentine market this week and 
the price has advanced slowly but 
steadily. In New York the quotation 
has moved up from $1.65 to $1.70 a 
sallon during the week. In the south- 
ern markets the week’s advance has 
been about the same. There was a 
better demand this week than last. 
While some people predict that this 
year there will be a heavier movement 
during August than during July, the 
crest of the movement is usually past 
by this time, and as stocks at the pres- 
ent time are not large, there is a feel- 
ing that there is no danger of them 
setting large enough to prove a weight 
on the market. There is a ship load- 
in with turpentine at Savannah, one at 
Brunswick, and one at Pensocola, so 
that stocks in these ports may decrease 
before they grow larger. It has been

It may be that the approaching ad- 
vance in freight rates has had some- 
thing to do with the improvement in 
the demand from this section where 
the hauls must be all rail. Sales in 
the southern markets have not been 
particularly heavy, but the shipments 
have been large enough to cause a re- 
duction in the stocks at both Jackson- 
ville and Savannah. If the stocks in 
the South should show a further de- 
cline next week the market would pay 
a good deal of attention to the fact 
and take it as cong#incing proof that 
there need be no fear of the movement 
breaking the market for the rest of 
the season, 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Aug. 6, 1920. 

The shipment of 2,425 barrels of tur- 
pentine out of the local stock on Mon- 
day caused a decline in the stock figures 
for the week. The tone of the market 
has been steady, and the demand much 
better than it was last week. There was 
aun advance in the price of 344,c¢. on Mon- 
day, and the market not only held the 
advance but worked a couple of cents 
higher.

There has been a good demand for

Turpentine and Tar Distillery at 
Keuru, Finland, Now in Operation 


The Central Distillery of the Finnish 
Co-operative Turpentine and Tar Office, 
which was begun in 1918 at Keuru, has 
now been completed and is in operation. 
This plant has been built according to 
plans and specifications of a Finnish en- 
gineer (Alfous Hallstrom, of Kotka). 
Most of the machinery has been made 
in Finland. The yearly output of the 
distillery will be about 400,000 kilos of 
pure turpentine, and may easily be in- 
creased to 1,000,000 kilos. It is also in- 
tended to undertake the distillation of 
methyl alcohol. All residues will be 
saved and prepared for the market.

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TALC MINING IN 
SOUTH AFRICA 


Industry Grows From Output of 
1 Ton in 1913, to 757 


Tons in 1919 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 6, 
The mining of tale in South Africa ap- 
pears to be a dev@lopment of the war 
period, little appears to have been 
done in this field prior to 1913, states 


Trade Commissioner R. A. Lundquist. 
Even then it appears that the early min- 
ing was for gold with tale as a by-prod- 
uct. The production for the past few 
years is as follows :—1913, 1 ton; 1915, 44 
tons; 1916, 132 tons; 1917. 785 tons; 
1918, 670 tons, and 1919, 757 tons. In 
addition to the above raw tale production 
the mines themselves have turned out a 
considerable amount of manufactured 
tale goods, totaling 412 tons in 1917. 

The more important districts in which 
talc is found are the Barberton district, 
the Krugersdorf district of the Transvaal, 
in Zululand, and in Southern Rhodesia. 
The more important of the above is the 
Zarberton district, though it is said that 
some very fine foliated tale is found in 
Southern Rhodesia. The area over which 
tale is known in the Barberton district 
is about 10 miles long and averages about 
a mile in width, and the deposit occurs 
in the form of nearly vertical bands up 
to 15 feet in thickness. It is said that 
the tale reserves in the Barberton dis- 
trict are enormous and if properly de- 
veloped should yield a large tonnage 
available for export.

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There was not a very heavy business 
doing in the flaxseed markets this 
week, but there was a better feeling. 
Crushers have sold considerable oil for 
forward delivery during the last ten 
days, and they are naturally disposed 
to pay more attention to the seed mar- 


kets. The rally that has occurred in 
the Buenos Aires market attracted 
more attention from the trade than 
anything else this week. The South 
American market has shown that it 
has some kick left in it, and has ad- 
vanced _ steadily during the week. 
Prices in Argentina had gotten down 
to a level where American consumers 
could afford to be interested—no mat- 
ter how large the domestic crop was 
going to turn out to be. 

Some people in the trade are dis- 
posed to regard the foreign situation 
as a bull argument on the flaxseed 
market. They hold to the idea that if 
the war in Europe should spread, the 


price of grain would advance, and that 
the price of flaxseed would go up with 
the price of grain. There may not be 
a great deal in this argument, but there 
is another thing to consider, and that 
is that if the Allies make war on Rus- 
sia and blockade that country, of 
course there will be no seed come out 
of Russia, while, on the other hand, if 
Russia should make peace, to be fol- 
lowed by trade agreements, there is no 
telling how much flaxseed it might be 
able to export during the next year. 
There are undoubtedly large stores of 
seed in that country, and the normal 
pre-war surplus of Russia used to be 
about 18,000,000 bushels. It will be seen 
from this that it makes a great deal of 
difference whether or not this Russian 
seed is kept out of the markets of the 
world. Whether there is to be a dump- 
ing of Russian seed or not, there is go- 
ing to be no shortage of seed during 
the coming season, and if England and 
France should go to war again they 
would need less seed than they would 
require in time of peace. There were 
no exports of seed from South America 
to this country this week, but the afloat 
is very large, and stocks of Argentine 
seed in this country are very heavy. 
There is a little Manchurian seed com- 
ing in on the West Coast, but American 
crushers will run on Argentine seed 
until the domestic crop begins to move, 
and there will be enough to go around. 
Reports from the American crop con- 
tinue favorable on the whole, in spite 
of the disposition of growers to com- 
plain of weather and conditions. In 
some places, both in this country and 
in Canada, rain is needed, but most of 
the crop is looking well, and if the 
rest of the season is as good as it has 
been up to date there will be better 
than an average crop. It is no longer 
to be expected that consumers of seed 
will simply sit back and look on. 
“Enormous contracts for oil have been 
booked,” says one of the leading 
American crushers, and with enormous 
contracts for oil on their books the 
crushers must be interested in the seed 
markets. The situation is such that 
crushers do not have to fear a shortage, 
but they must insure their sales of oil 
by purchases of seed, and on soft spot 
they will probably be active buyers in 
the contract markets from now on. 


MINNEAPOLIS 


MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 4, 1920. 
The demand for domestic flaxseed is 
a little better at present, but offerings 
are very light. Only an occasional full 


carload comes on the market, most of the 


receipts being bulkheads. Discounts un- 
der the October futures are smaller than 
they were a week ago. 

Though no trade was reported, some 
Canadian seed was offered in the local 
market during the week. This is the 
first time in a long time that an attempt 
has been made to sell Canadian seed 
here. 

During the past few days arrivals of 
Argentine seed have not been so liberal, 


but this is not a particularly disturbing 
feature as the crushers have a supply on 
hand. The question of added freight 


rates will mean additional carrying cost 
on this seed and it is likely that the 
crushers will attempt to have the bulk 


of their supplies transferred to local ele- 


vators before the new rates take effect. 
For that reason larger receipts are ex- 
pected. 


Trading in flax futures has been rather 
light and an attempt to cover shorts re- 
sulted in a smart rally today. There is 
little pressure in the pit at present. Ow- 
ing to the low price level reached. farm 
hedging is small. At a higher level hedg- 
ing orders would have been more _ im- 
portant, but at the present price level 
there is little desire to sell crops via the 
futures. 

Crop news is mixed. South 
Minnesota report average good and some 
fine reports have been coming from Mon- 
tana. but grasshoppers are spreading over 
larger territory in North Dakota. Wheat 
is ripening and the hoppers are attacking 
the greener vegetation. In sections of the 
State where rainfall has been plenty and 
grasshoppers have not molested the 


Dakota and 


plants some large yields are expected. 
Dry weather is putting a strain on the 
crop at present that threatens important 


deterioration unless rains come promptly. 
Rain is needed in Minnesota and South 
Dakota too, but so far no damage has 
been done.

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Last week linseed crushers were cut- 
ting their forward contract prices in 
a most sensational manner. They got 
the business they were seeking. They 
booked all the orders they wanted at 
the prices they quoted, and this week 
there has been an advance in the price 
of linseed oil futures, and many are 
already predicting that the low price 
of the season has been seen. Of course 
in this market there is little doing for 
immediate delivery, as crshers are well 
booked ahead and consumers well sup- 
plied for the rest of the summer. The 
oil that is being consumed now cost a 
great deal more than the oil that has 
been bought during the last few days 
for fall delivery cost. and it is said 
that there has been considerable money 
lost by speculators who had second- 
hands oil on hand when the break 
came, One odd feature of the linseed 
situation is that there is a great deal 
more linseed oil coming in from Eng- 
land than there is English oil being of- 
fered. This is because the major part 
of the foreign oil that has come into 
this country recently has gone into the 
hands of American crushers. ‘ 

The shape up that has been seen in 
the linseed oil market during the last 
two weeks is generally taken to mean 
that there is going to be open competi- 
tion from this time on—the govern- 
ment by its action against the crush- 
ers having expressed a doubt as to 
there having been much competition in 
the recent past. The linseed oil mar- 
ket promises to follow the seed mar- 
kets closely this season, and a rally 
from the low price of last week was 
logical because there has been more 
firmness shown in the flaxseed 
markets. 

Cottonseed oil crushers are greatly 
troubled over the situation that con- 
fronts them at the beginning of the 
new cotton year. The stock of oil on 
hand is large and the demand is very 
light. The decline that has occurred 
up to this time has been so dras- 
tic that the holders have had to bear 
very heavy losses. The worst of it is 
that there seems to be no better de- 
mand at the low price than there was 
at the high. It would seem that with 
a staple article like cottonseed oil 
there would be some price at which 
buyers would make their appearance 
before the market had declined 50 per 
cent. The competing vegetable oils 
have been in a weak position during 
all the time the price of cottonseed has 
been declining, and reports from the 
South are to the effect that there is no 
demand for crude oil at 10 cents a 
pound. Crushers are trying to induce 
the cotton farmers to hold back their 
new crop seed, but it is very doubtful 
if such a move will do much towards 
stiffening the price of oil. 

Chinawood oil passed a quiet period, 
and while primary markets showed a 
little further strength recently, the 
quotations on spot and for prompt or 
future delivery were not benefited. The 
belief of the trade is that stocks which 
have been offered at present low levels 
will not be duplicated, and for a num- 
ber of reasons, among them that the 
new crop indicates a shortage. 

Cocoanut oil held to the level of the 
preceding week, and a dormant condi- 
tion. Buyers are not entertaining 
views that appear for the most part to 
be well held by importers and others. 
There is inactivity in August-Septem- 
ber deliveries, and sellers are not offer- 
ing for October forward. Scarcity of 
copra in the Philippines and poor pro- 
duction of oil at the mills, are among 
the causes for withholding. 

Copra is quiet, with little demand 
from domestic buyers, who can see 
small prospects in making oil from 
copra at present prices that oil com- 
mands. Domestic peanut oil producers 
are similarly affected by the high price 
of shelled nuts, and are dubious about 
the coming pressing season, 

Corn oil also declined in the week, 
reflecting the tone in allied oils. 

Sova oil was showing pronounced 
weakness in the period, and while 
August forward was quoted by some 
importers at 10%4c¢., Pacific coast, in 
sellers’ tanks, there were offerings of 
lots on spot at 9%c@10c. There seems 
to be small interest in offerings. 

Animal oils are not moving much 
these days, effected by poor exchange 
conditions and dullness in plants of 
buyers. Whale and cod oils do not 
show a good tone, and there has been 
a continuance of the halt in trading in 
menhaden crude oil. Animal tallow 
has weakened in tone, as has stearine

Such a quotation may 
mean a whole lot, and it may not 
Usually the trade looks upon such a 
move as a feeling out of the marker 
However, the offer was made at $1.99 
in this way and it is said that the firm 
that made it first accepted some busi. 
ness at the $1.09 level, and that some 
other firms met this price in certain 
instances. This would mean $1.02 jp 


bulk, and there are many in the trade 
who believe that this will prove to be 
the low price of the season. The eyt 
that occured rather put English oil out 
on an advance it might attract atten. 
tion again. There were 3.886 barrels 
of English oil received at this port this 
week, but most of it was consigned to 
the largest American producer. Early 
in the week the price was advanced to 
$1.14 for forward deliveries, and later 
in the week to $1.17. During the latter 
part of the week some of the leading 
crushers refused to quote $1.17 for de- 
livery this side of January, being out 
of the market—for the time being at 
least—on earlier deliveries. 

There is little spot business doing, 
and the spot price of $1.45 is largely 
nominal. Some crushers are asking 
$1.40 for September delivery, while 
others, it is said, will do September at 
$1.32, which is the price some are now 
asking for October. 

When the crushers were testing the 
market to discover just at what level 
buying would start, they encouraged 
their customers to make bids, and now 
the trade seems to think that the way 
to buy is to bid under the market and 
see if the bid will be accepted. It is 
probable that there will be a disposi- 
tion to go shopping all this season, as 
the events of the last few weeks have 
about convinced the consuming trade 
that the market is a wide open affair, 
and that there is a chance for a whole 
lot of fun buying linseed oil this year. 
However, the seed markets have com- 
menced to firm up. The Buenos Aires 
market showed more strength this 
week than for some time, and it may 
be that the sort of a market that has 
been seen during the last two weeks 
will not be seen again this season. The 
claims made by the crushers that they 
could not secure seed to produce oil at 
$1.02 or $1.03 naked are well founded 
It may be that the crushers were will- 
ing to accept some business at a posi- 
tive loss in order to get the buying 
started, but it is hardly to be sup- 
posed that they will care to take very 
much business under such conditions. 
It is not belived that the crushers who 
have refused to continue to meet the 
price named by the competitiors on 
business for delivery between October 
and January have all they can take 
eare of for that time. On the contrary 
they would book business at $1.32, but 
they do not want any more orders Just 
now at $1.10 or even at $1.17. 

One thing is certain, and that is that 
the ershers found a way to wake up 
the trade, and that from now on unt 
the end of the esason the linseed oi!

During the first part of the week the 
cottonseed oil market made new low 
prices for the season on almost all the 
months. There was a little rally in the 
contract market after this, but it was 
only a market fluctuation, and had no 
on the 


bearin price of the com- 
modity itself. In the South crude oil 
is nominally quoted at 10c. a pound, 


but there is little demand for it at that 
During the war the government 


price. 

fixed the price at 174¢c. a pound, and 
since that time anything under that 
has looked like a low price to the 
Southern cotton men. However, 10c. 


a pound is 75c. a gallon, and it is not 


so very long ago when 7T5c. a gallon 
would have been regarded as a very 
good price for cottonseed oil. Recent 


cotton crops have been small, so small 


that the lint has soared to record 
breaking prices, but in spite of the 


successive small crops there has never 
been an opportunity to clean up the 
surplus of cottonseed oil, and the carry 
over into the new crop year at the first 
of this month was very large. The 
rapid decline that has occurred, has, 


of course, been very hard on those 
who are carrying large stocks. Som 
of the large cottonseed oil  pro- 
ducers have suffered greatly by the 
depreciation o fthe stocks that they 


have had to carry. It is true that the 
argument is that they should have been 
hedged in the contract market, but 
every dealer in actual cotton or in cot- 
tonseed oil knows that the hedging in 
the contract markets does not work out 
as nicely in practice as it does in the- 
ory. Not only are there large stocks in 
the hands of the refiners but there are 
large stocks of crude in the South, and 
the fact that new crop cotton is al- 
ready going to the gin will make it 
very difficult to reduce stocks for some 
time 10 come. 

The crushers have started a move- 
ment to try and induce the cotton 
farmers to hold on to their seed—to 
feed the pigs with it or throw it away, 
or to do anything with it except send it 
to the mill to be crushed. The idea is 
that it would be better to let the farm- 
er bear the load than for the crushers 
to add to their burdens by the accumu- 
lation of a larger stock of oil. The 
lack of demand from abroad for cotton- 
seed cil this season is something that 
it is difficult for producers to under- 
stand. 

The sentiment of the 
ket is still as bearish as ever. After 
such a decline as has occurred it is 
natural that there snould be few bulls 
left. The rallies which occur from time 
to time are almost invariably the re- 
sult of profit taking covering by the 
shorts. There is still a large line of 
long September outstanding, and there 
will be a great deal of interest in that 
month as notice day approaches.

CHINA WOOD OIL.—The market has 
been dull in the period, reflecting the 
situation in other drying oils. In- 
dications were that the new crop of 
oil would be light, on account of the 
poor crop conditions in the Orient, 
and it is predicted that when the spot 
stocks are cleaned up there will be 
little chance of obtaining low-price 
oil, and that prices materially higher 
will be charged. A large percentage of 
the oil that has been sold at low prices 
recently was in the hands of weak hold- 
ers who liquidated following the recent 
financial troubles in the Orient. The 
Chinese political situation is unsettled 
and it will be some weeks before any- 
thing definitely will be known. Spot oil 


here was quoted at 174%@18c. per 
pound, and in sellers’ tanks, f. o. b. 


Pacific coast, 1544@15%c. 

COCONUT OIL.—Receipts of coco- 
nut oil are lower than they were a 
year ago, say importers of Manila 
stocks, and indications are that ar- 


per pound. 


rivals will continue to be light, owing’ 


to scarcity of copra at Manila, and for 
other reasons. A number of mills have 
been shut down, some of them since 
January 1; others are operating on 
part-time only. August-September de- 
liveries of basis 5 per cent. maximum 
7 per cent. oil are quoted at 134c. per 
pound, sellers’ cars, f. o. b. Pacific 
coast, and at 14\c., sellers’ cars, near- 
by New Jersey town, same shipping 
directions. Quotations on later delivery 
are not made by a large interest. 

The scarcity of copra and its high 
price make imported oil compete 
strongly with domestic oil, a situation 
that is also prevailing in other coun- 
tries where copra must be imported to 
a large extent in order to produce oil. 


Inquiries from bidders are made in 
the local market these days, but at 
prices that are not entertained by 
producers. How long this situation 


will continue is a subject of conjecture. 

Attention was drawn to the heavy 
interests recently acquired by British 
soap people in Manila oil plants, and it 
is expected that such control will mean 
that the privilege of the purchase of 
outputs of those plants will be given 
to the new interests. 

Manila cables received here the other 
day stated that copra was firm, and 
prices advanced 5 per cent. since the 
preceding week. Ceylon oil is now 
quoted at £80 per ton, c. i. f. Lon- 
don, August-October from Colombo. 
The market is firm with improved 
demand in London, an advance of £5 
per ton having been achieved since 
the preceding week. 

Ceylon domestic oil in sellers’ tanks 
f. o. b. Pacific coast, ranges from 12%c. 
to 13%4c. Cochin domestic in barrels, 
16%@li7c. Edible oil l7c. Ceylon type 
of oil, 15%c. in barrels here. 

COPRA.—The copra market is con- 
tinuing in a stagnant condition, with 
talk continuing of inability to produce 
oil from it here and compete with the 
imported oil’s price. Figuring it at $8 
per 100 pounds, and $1 per 100 pounds 
to press, oil would cost 15c. to produce. 
Fifty-five pounds of oil would be pro- 
duced from the 100, and 40 pounds of 
meal. There would be about 5 percent. 
of waste. Holders seem anxious to 
sell, but buyers are holding off. te- 
ports from the Philippines stated that 


copra had advanced 5 per cent. over 
the preceding week's price, and that 


stock there was reported light, holding 


the mills inactive, although there are 
other reasons for the suspensions of 
operation. 

Complaints continue to be heard 
about the poor quality of stocks re- 
ceived by buyers here; also, that 
losses are being incurred by the de- 
‘line. Some copra bought at 10c., New 


York, was only crushed the other day,

CORN OIL.—The corn oil market 
has slumped further, and there was a 
quiet condition prevailing. Oil on spot 
is light in supply. Soapstock of 50 per 
cent. Was quoted at 3@314c. per pound, 
bulk, Western city. The crude oil was 
offered at 9c. per pound in _ sellers’ 
tanks, f. o. b. Western city, and refined 
at 15'%ec. there. Refined oil in New 
York was quoted at 16 06c. per pound, 
registering a decline. It is not thought 
that there will be improvement until 
other oils are benefited by a resump- 
tion of trading. 

MUSTARD OIL.—This oil has con- 
tinued its quiet tone, reflecting the in- 
activity of allied oils. Stocks are be- 
lieved to be moderate. Quotations on 
crude oil, fixed process, $1.50 per gallon. 

OLIVE OIL.—The tone of the edible 
oil market is steadily gaining strength 
on account of the higher prices asked 
in primary markets for shipments. 
There is only a small amount of export 
business now, as a result of the high 
prices. Later on it is expected that 
other countries than Spain will resume

GREASE.—tThe grease market has 
been dull, and showed a weak tone.

house, 9¥@Y%ec.; White, 1144 @11'*e.; 
yellow, 944@10c. Svapmakers are 
working on reduced time throughout 
various centers of business, and ap- 
pear to be far away from contact with 
offerings. 

“Until about the middle of the past 
month manufacturers in this region, 
almost universally, showed indiffer- 
ence and could be induced to buy only 
by repeated concessions, which the re- 
duced yield seemed hardly to warrant,” 
says an active trader. “It would seem 
as if in view of the disturbed state of 
our finances, and the threatening 
character of advices from Central 
ISurope, we could not look for a change 
for the better; at least for quite a 
while.” 

LARD.—This market showed small 
activity in the week, and quotations 
revealed weakness in the closing ses- 
sions. City steamed was quoted at 
IStgc. per pound; compound, 17%@ 
isc.; refined, 204,.@21c.; Middle West- 
ern, 19.124@19.25c.; neutral, 24%¢c. 

STEARINE.—There was small trad- 
ing in this market in the week, and 
the poor export conditions continued. 
Lard stearine was quoted at 23%gc. in 
round lots, and oleo at 1l3c. 

TALLOW.—Tallows nave developed 
a weak tone, and there is no demaind. 
Some South American, for arrival, sold 
at 114%4c. per pound. Soapers are not 
interested in stocks, and their plants 
were working on slower schedules. 

The reduced production of tallow 
warranted higher prices, but buyers 
can be induced to buy in most cases 
only at reductions. The tallow mar- 
ket here has been in line with the situ- 
ation elsewhere. There was a sudden 
break jin the auction prices in London, 
and offerings from South America were 
resumed at lower prices, resulting in 
rather heavy sales at the end of the 
month, chiefly at lle., though some 
lots brought 11'4c. for spot and for- 
ward delivery, while England offered 
resales of Argentine goods, besides in- 
creasing quantities of palm ot], at re- 
ductions.

Film Riddled with Holes 


ROBABLY the most desirable property in a paint, 
varnish or other similar protective coatings in which 
Linseed Oil is used, is its ‘‘waterproofness’’; that is to 
say, the film must be able to resist the attacks of the 
elements.

and unpainted iron and steel rust and perish. 


Now, a porous film will not protect. Water, air, gases 
play havoc with iron, steel, wood, etc.; if the film is 
porous, the door is open for the elements to enter and do 
their destructive work. The strictest attention, therefore, 
must be paid to the obtaining of as perfect a protective 
coating as possible. 


Porosity is largely due to imperfect drying of the oil or 
to moisture in the oil which, by the heat generated during 
the reaction of drying, evaporates slowly, keeps the film 
open during the process of solidification, and results in a 
porous film, a ‘‘film riddled with holes.’

these savored entirely of shorts’ covering. The 
final quotations were 16 on Manila, spot in 
sellers’ tanks, and 15@15 on Japanese, while 
the c. i. f. list stood at 16c. on Manila and 
Wisc. on Japanese There was one firm 
holding its c. i. f.

COPRA.—The easier market on Japanese

There was partial improvement in 
the drug market during the past week. 
The firmer trend of affairs was not 
pased so much on bettered inquiry 
as it was on the fact that in many 
lines steady recession in values had 
ceased — either held without change 
or were caught in a moderate rebound 
to slightly higher price positions. 
Further, speculative movements also 
helped to change the complexion of 
affairs. 

The index numbers for leading ‘divi- 
market evidence the im- 
provement. That of the fine chemical 
and pharmaceutical group rose 3.3 
points while the number for botanicals 
advanced 1.1 points. Essential oils on 
the other hand, sank 3 points and car- 
ried on the movement in progress for 
the past month. 

Beyond the 
supply and de mand, th E 
whole was interested in the ultimate 
result of two factors. One of these— 
the increased freight rates—was dis- 
cussed as to the probable effect on 
drug prices. On the face of it, the 
trade believed that the increased cost 
of moving goods must of necessity fall 
on the ultimate consumer but there 
were to be found factors disagreeing 
with this view. Such claimed that 
increased rates would permit railroads 
to make immediate improvement in 
services and that increased business 
would more than absorb the higher 
rates. 

The fact is that railroad conditions 
are intimately related to the market. 
While little has appeared in the daily 
press relative to conditions at receiv- 
ing terminals here, the existence of 
embargoes on movement of freight still 
continues an irritating element. One 
road is receiving no freight whatso- 
ever; another has embargoes on every- 
thing west of Pittsburgh; while a 
third one day received freight and the 
next closes down the bars. 


This condition of affairs has influ- 
enced the conduct of buying of crude 
drugs in the country. At present, 
many houses are paying for their pur- 
chases but ordering the sellers to hold 
the crudes in the primary market 
until such time as railroad communi- 
cation is less hazardous. In order to 
be assured of stocks in the coming 
winter, such measures are being taken 
in order to prevent others from coming 
in and taking goods up. Naturally, 
this is tying up a good deal of capi- 
tal the equivalent of which canndt be 
used to meet current needs. Fortu- 
nately, such needs at the moment are 
routine and bulk a small volume. 


The other factor commanding the 
attention is the Polish debacle before 
the Bolsheviki onslaught through Pol- 
and. Russian advances’ before the 
best efforts of the Polish troops again 
makes Europe a powder mine liable to 
explode any time. Renewal of war by 
England, France and Belgium would 
mean dislocation of business and dis- 
ruption of such construction progress 
as has been made since the armistice. 

Such an event would interrupt the 
steady inflow of foreign bontanicals, 
in particular, and drug merchandise 
in general. Foreign goods have been 
the only really weak materials in this 
market for some time past and should 
war again flare out, would unquestion- 
ably turn face about and mount higher 
than ever. Foreign exchanges have 
reflected the hectic and nervous po- 
tentialities abroad by steadily declin- 
ing throughout the period. Further, 
quicksilver advanced to 10s. in London, 
although lower on spot. 


Under such potentials, it was natural 
that attention of speculators be di- 
rected to the speculative items such as 
camphor, menthol and quinine. In the 
first two, which come from Japan, a 
material recovery was scored. In fact, 
the higher index number for drugs 
and pharmaceuticals was largely due 
to the sharp and sudden rise in spot 
Priees because of speculative activity. 
Camphor was affected in minor degree 
but closed under upward ‘pressure. 
Quinine held steady but was rather 
hervous at the end of the period. 
Traders believe that in the event of 
intervention by the Allies in support of

The production of sodium compounds 
derived from natural sources, exclusive 
of common salt. amounted to 31,890 tons, 
valued at $841,903, iu 1919, as compared 
with 24,053 tons, valued at $992,788, in

Imports 

The imports of sodium salts in 1919 
amounted to 522,000 tons, valued at $20,- 
704,000, as compared with 2,111,000 tons, 
valued at $90,939,000. in 1918. This 
great decrease in 1919 was caused almost 
entirely by a decrease in the imports of 
sodium nitrate, which is the sodium salt 


imported in largest quantity, the imports 
of all other sodium compounds having 
actually increased in 1919 over those in 
1918. The imports of sodium cyanide, 
sodium ferrocyanide, and sodium sulphide 
were notably greater in 1919 than in 
1918. 
Exports 

The exports of sodium salts in 1919 de- 
creased about 17 per cent. as compared 
with those in 1918. As the accompanying 
table shows, this decrease was due 
largely to smaller exports of soda ash, as 
the exports of caustic soda and mis- 
cellaneous sodium salts show an increase.

Effect of the War on th 


The use of sodium compounds in place 
of potassium compounds, which was 
begun of necessity during the war. was 
largely continued in 1919. The war left 
the United States with a greatly aug- 
mented capacity for producing certain 
chemicals, especially those used in mak- 
ing explosives and dyestuffs. The manu- 
facture of these materials consumes large 
quantities of sodium nitrate, all of which 
is imported, and the work of building up 
an independent nitrogen industry in the 
United States has been and _ still is 
dificult. The large government plants 
projected or built during the war were in- 
tended to produce fixed nitrogen com- 
pounds in the form of lime-nitrogen, 
ammonia, and ammonia nitrate. No 
sodium nitrate produced by the fixation of 
atmospheric nitrogen has yet been 
marketed in the United States, but as 
ammonia is a necessity in the Solvay 
process of making soda and is used also 
in making sodium cyanide, any develop- 
ments in the ammonia industry will 
eventually affect to some extent the soda 
industry.

The prices of most sodium compounds 
were considerably lower in 1919 than in 
1918. At the beginning of 1919 the prices 
of nearly all compounds were the lowest 
for at least three years, but later in the 
year they improved somewhat and the 
improvement has continued practically up 
to the present time.

Business on spot has apparently im- 
proved slightly since the report at the 
close of last week. Most resellers re- 
port a hetter tone to the market and a 
petter demand for supplies of chem- 
jcals both for domestic consumption 
and for export. Trading is still far 
pelow the average of the more active 
seasons, but the market seems to be on 
the road to recovery from its recent 
slump, and while leading factors do 
not feel that business will be really 
active again until early in the fall at 


the very earliest it is believed that 
operations will gradually increase 
from now and that there will hardly 


he the dull market of the past two or 
three periods. 

So far as prices are concerned there 
has been little in the way of change. 
the demand has not improved to the 
extent where it would be reflected to 
any extent in the values of the various 
materials. On the whole, the makers 
are too firm in their ideas of price and 
have been so throughout the quiet pe- 
riod to allow the slight increase in the 
demand to have much effect on the 
market for the various materials listed. 


Prices have generally been firm 
throughout, and while some weak 
holders have let goods go at lower 


levels than those generally named by 
the producers there has been little in 
the way of real price cutting during 
the summer. As a result prices on all 
items have been well maintained, and 
the slight increase in business has had 
no other effect than to slightly firm 
up the already good values. 

Changes during the past week have 
been confined to small fluctuations 
which is the inevitable result when 
business is largely in the hands of the 
dealers. The market is bare of sup- 
plies of most items in producers’ 
hands and resellers are still doing 
practically all of the business. There 
is considerable speculation as to what 
contract prices are to be on various 


chemical products for 1921, but thus 
far only a few such have been an- 
nounced. On most of the important 


products, such as bleach, caustic soda 
and ash, there has been no intimation 
from the makers as to what values will 
be in the fall. Business has been good 
in all of these items and costs are 
higher. Some factors believe that the 
trade will receive the surprise of its 
life when the contract prices for the 
coming year are made public.

for the advance. The prices of these 
factors, however, are not the present 
spot market, for they have only small 
lots for their regular consumers. Spot 
sales were limited to small carboy lots, 
on which dealers quoted as high as 
144%4c. per pound. Business is as active 
as available supplies will permit, but 
there is no large movement on account 
of the acute shortage of spot material. 

SAL AMMONIAC.—Lump goods 
were offered at 23c. per pound without 
attracting much attention. There are 
heavy supplies available in the market 
and prices are barely maintained at 
this level. Gray and white erades are 
also in heavier supply, due to the im- 
ports of English and German material. 
Prices are hardly as steady as they 
were a week ago, and current quota- 
tions of 13c. per pound for the grav.

probably have been shaded on a firm 
offer. 

ANTIMONY.—The market

BLEACHING POWDER.—Spot sup- 
plies are very hard to get, and the only 
lots available are in the hands of deal- 
ers. These factors are quoting at from 
6%4¢. per pound up, depending on posi- 
tion of the material. Makers are un- 
able to do anything over the balance 
of the year. Contract prices for next 
year are eagerly awaited by the trade. 

BRIMSTON E.—Leading producers of 
this material are holding very steady 
at the former levels of $16 per ton at 
the mines. While there are reports of 
some concessions from this figure, no 
sales at lower levels were reported 
during the past week. The market is 
in the usual steady position, with acid 
makers taking the usual supplies on 
contract. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Makers have had 
an excellent season, and while the de- 
mand has hardly been as active dur- 
ing the past months as formerly, de- 
liveries on contract are beginning. and 
the market remains very steady at 
about the same levels as reported a 
week ago. Producers are holding on 
the basis of 8\4c. per pound. 

BORDEAUX MIXTURE.—The con- 
suming season is about over, and the 
bulk of this demand has been filled. 
Makers report a quiet and easy mar- 
ket at the former levels of 13c. per 
pound for the paste, and 17c. per pound 
for the powdered in large lots.

The finer acids on the list have 
showed little in the way of change 
and little in the way of spot move- 
ment during the past week. They have 
generally been neglected by the trade 
and the market continues very dull 
and uninteresting. Only a few items 
are in any demand, while most of them 
are dead so far as spot business is 
concerned. Price concessions, how- 
ever, are few and far between. Oc- 
casionally a weak holder will offer 
acetic or oxalic a bit below the levels 
generally heard, but on the whole the 
market has been notably firm as re- 
gards price for several weeks back.

ACETIC.—The resale market for 
glacial acid has been slightly more ac- 
tive during the past week. Business, 
however, is still slow and concessions 
down to 14l@c. per pound and even be- 
low are available in second hands, The 
other grades are also dull, but they are 
largely in the hands of the producers 
who are quoting on the basis of $3.75 
per cwt. for the 28 per cent. com- 
mercial. Makers’ prices on the glacial 
remain at $15.95 per cwt. 

BATTERY.—This acid is in the usual 
steady demand; but the producers re- 
port that they have ample stocks to 
take care of the present business and 
that their prices are well maintained on 
the basis of $1.75 per cwt.

while domestic goods could be had on 
the basis of 12c. per pound in large 





quantities. Demand for export has

CHROMIC.—The announcement of 
contract prices for bichromates which 
came a short time back was of con- 
siderable interest to the makers of this 
material, Factors in the trade expressed 
the belief that prices on the acid would 
be somewhat higher after the first of 
the year on account of the contract 
position of the former materials. The 
prices of these raw products are con-

There 
is not a very encouraging outlook for 
supplies in some ot _the essential ma- 
terials. The trade is beginning to be 
a very much troubled over the potash 
f situation. As has been stated, Amer- 
jean producers are sold up for all they 
§ can produce until December. There is 
no reason why production this year 
should not be much larger than that of 
Jast year. 





Last year American potash pro- 
ducers were frightened and allowed 
production in this coutry to drop 
from the 207,000 tons of crude 
gaits produced in 1918 to 110,000 
| tons. The potash producers took fright 
| too quickly. The great rush of foreign 
| goods which they feared would swamp 
| their business has not vet occurred. 
| There will be no such rush this year. 
If production had been expanded last 
| year, instead of curtailed, every ounce 
| produced could have been sold at a 
| highly profitable price. Just now pro- 
| duction is being pushed, and it is prob- 

able that there will be as much pro- 
| duced as there was in 1918, but if the 
| production were twice as large as it is 
| possible for it to be all the material 
i produced and more could be sold with- 
out weakening the market, 


The much-dreaded foreign competi- 
tion is not amounting to anything just 
now. Germany is asking prices so high 
and terms so unfavorable that no one 
would want to buy any German potash 
if it was possible to get domestic, and 
France has fallen so far behind in the 
production it is expected that she has 
not yet finished her deliveries on goods 
sold last year, and is not yet in a 
position to look for new business. 


The American Commission at Berlin 
cables the government that the potash 
business of Germany is at a standstill. 
Ithough domestic prices in that coun- 
try are much lower than what is being 
asked for German potash for export 
the German farmer will not pay the 
price. He is holding back with the 
confident expectation that there will 
be a big decline before fall. Natu- 
rally, with the Germans themselves 
feeling that they are being overcharged, 
there is no great demand there for 
goods for export at twice what is be- 
ming asked the natives. The American 
Commission reports that there are no 
xports of potash whatever from Ger- 
many to the United States at this time. 
Whether German producers will cut 
heir prices or not is a question; all 
reports are to the effect that produc- 
ion in that country has been so cur- 
ailed that it has not a large amount 
Hor export, anyway.

NITROGEN FERTILIZERS 


BLOOD TANKAGE. — The tankage 
market is rather quiet now, as is natu- 
ral at this season of the year. Mixers 
are not in the market just at this time 
in an active manner, but the outlook 
for the future is good from the stand- 
point of the producer, and the under- 
tone of the market is firm. Although 
there has been a good deal of tankage 
contracted for in South Ameri 
there is little coming in yet, but later 
—at the time it will be needed here— 
the movement promises to be quite 
heavy. Packers have no great supplies 
on hand, and are firm in their price 
ideas. Ground tankage, f. o. b. Chi- 
cago, is quoted at $7.75 and 10 cents, 
and tankage f. 0. b. New York at the 
same price, 

DRIED BLOOD.—Blood is in no 
great demand at present. The price of 
dried blood f. 0. b. New York remains 
nominally unchanged at §$8. Blood 
tankage f. o. b. Chicago is off 25 cents 
to $8, and dried blood is not particu- 
larly firm, although later in the season 
the demand is sure to be most active, 
as the supply of this sort of mate- 
rial in the world is short. So great 
is the scarcity of animal ammoniate 
abroad that there is even talk of an 
export demand, In this line, as in 
Others, the demand would be better at 
the present time if it was not for the 
fact that the unfortunate railroad situ- 
tion makes the time of securing de- 
liveries so uncertain. 

FISH SCRAP.—There is a firm tone 
to the fish serap market, and some 
sales have been made this week a 
little over the quoted prices. This is 
true both of wet acidulated scrap and 
ground scrap, for both of which the de- 
mand is good. The fish factories are 
well sold ahead, and there is the usual 
complaints made as to the size of the 
catch, While the catch in Chesapeake 
waters this season will probably be 
more than an average one, a greater 
than usual effort has been made to 
make it so, and expenses run much 
higher than they formerly did. There 
has been no chance to accumulate 
stocks at the fish factories, and most 
of the producing companies have all 
they can do to keep up with their de- 
liveries. This is the season when stocks 
should be accumulating, so it can be 
seen that there is no chance of enough 
being produced to satisfy all the de- 
mands of the trade. Dried fish scrap, 
11 per cent. ammonia and 15 per cent. 
bone phosphate, is quoted at $7.50 and 
19 cents; wet, acidulated, at $7 and 50 
cents, and ground scrap at $100 a ton, 
although it is said that as high as $110 
has been asked this week. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—There 
is a searcity of sulphate of ammonia 
that would be felt more than it is if 
the demand was more active. Brokers 
find it difficult to place orders with 
some of the leading producers or to 
buy at inside quotations; and as high 

‘ 





5 is being paid for bulk f. o. b. 
works. The export price f, a. s. New 
York in double bags is $6@6.10. There 
has been a slack export demand re- 
cently when compared to that earlier 
in the season, but there is a steady de- 
mand right along that is fairly good 
for the season, and the outlook is for 
an early improvement. The export 
price cannot go any lower than it is, 
uniess there is a decline in the bulk 
price at the works. There is no sul- 
phate of ammonia coming in from the 
other side, and it does not seem that 
there is apt to be much. English pro- 
ducers have been forced by their gov- 
ernment to sell for domestic consump- 
tion at a price much less than they 
could have obtained for goods for ex- 
ports, and thus the English farmer has 
benefited at the expense of the export 
business of British ammonia producers, 
and it will be a long time before they 
will be able to recover this business. 
In this country they have little chance 
of ever getting it back again. 
NITRATE OF SODA.—There has 
been only a mild interest in the nitrate 
of soda market since the Chilian Syn- 
dicate announced its price schedule. 
There has been considerable propa- 
ganda work done to impress Ameri- 
can consumers with the necessity of 
getting in their orders early, but no 
one seems greatly impressed. There 
is a fair business doing for this sea- 
son of the year, and arrivals have been 
fairly heavy. The large importers 
have their shipments arranged for 
and bring them in on schedule, and 
there is not apt to be any shortage. 
The fact that, according to the plans 
of the combine, not half as much is 
being offered as could be produced 
would make it possible to increase the 
offerings any time producers might 
conclude that it was advisable to do

Thousands of tons 
are used annually in the United States, Canada and Mexico for the 
reduction of gold and_ silver ores, and also for the manufacture of 
liquid hydrocyanic acid, prussiates and metallic cyanides. The 
lowest priced source of cyanogen or cyanide for any metallurgical or 
chemical purpose. Thin, porous, dark gray flakes, readily soluble 
in water. Packed in metal drums containing about 380 pounds, net, 
each. 


HYDROCYANIC ACID (Liquid): A water-white, liquid, very pure, 
95/98% HCN. Furnishes the greater part of the hydrocyanic acid 
used for direct fumigation of citrus fruit trees and vineyards in 
California. Also may be used for fumigating railroad cars, ships, 
mills, ete Boiling point 79° F. Packed in tin-lined drums, holding 
about 80 pounds each, net.

The railroad service for some 
time has been so poor that manu- 
facturers have had no idea when they 
were going to receive raw material 
pought long enough ahead of when it 
was needed to have prevented any 


trouble under ordinary circumstances, 
The needs of Europe for this material 
are very great indeed, and domestic 
consumption promises to be unusually 
heavy, so that the tone of the market 
naturally holds very strong, and 
makers are not anxious to sell 16 per 
cent. acid phosphate even at $21 a 
ton. The situation promises to re- 
main about as it is today for some 
time to come. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—The demand 
for phosphate rock is as active as ever, 
and foreigners are now negotiating 
for next year’s supplies. There was 
one order in course of dicker this 
week for 200,000 tons, delivery to ex- 
tend over next year. Scandanavia, 
Spain, France, Belgium, Holland, Eng- 
land, Germany and other countries are 
buyers of American rock. All of them 
need phosphates very badly. It is said 
that Germany must have more of this 
material or its soil is going to refuse 
to yield anything like what it should 
yield. In fact, experts claim that there 
is nothing else so desperately needed in 
that country. This country does not 
need German potash nearly as badly 
as Germany needs American phos- 
phate. American producers are mak- 
ing every effort to push their foreign 
business, and new markets are being 
opened up. In order to capture this 
trade, however, they are making lower 
prices than are being quotea just now 
to American consumers. 

The explanation is that foreign buy- 
ers could not be expected to follow 
the fluctuations made possible in the 
domestic market by the fact thatt 
American consumers are short of this 
material. The Florida producers have 
pooled their export business, and it is 
said that rock for export is being sold 
under $8 per ton in some cases. This 
is away under the prices asked Ameri- 
can producers. The industry is having 
more than its share of trouble, because 
of the shortage of cars, and consumers 
of phosphate rock not only are not 
able to accumulate satisfactory stocks 
on hand, but are kept in hot water 
right along for fear they will not have 
material enough to keep their plants 


running. There seems to be little labor 
trouble in Florida at this time, and 
production is being pushed as much 


as possible. It seems certain that this 


year’s production will be a _ record 
breaker, Domestic quotations are 
nominally as follows, although, of 


course, most large consumers are get- 
ting delivery on rock bought cheap- 
er:—Florida land pebble, 68 per cent., 
is quoted at $11@11.50 per ton.

There is plenty of 
business in sight for French produc- 
ers if they are in a position to name 
a fair price and deliver the goods. 
There is a little potash coming in and 
some second hand offering, but the 
business is dull. Everyone is wait- 
ing. Muriate of potash has sold this 
week at $2.55 per unit, and sulphate 
of potash is offered—although not in 
large quantities—at $4 per unit. 


PYRITES 


There is a fair business being done 


in pyrites right along for this season 
of the year, and the market holds 
steady. Consumers are inclined to 


favor domestic pyrites over brimstone 
at the same price, the consumers 
do not want to see the American 
mines close down, some of them 
have. There have not been heavy im- 
ports of Spanish pyrites recently, but 
there has not been any scarcity nor 
is there likely to be any. Production 
in Spain is said to be going on more 
rapidly than a short time ago, as there 
is less interference with the industry 
because of labor and railroad trou- 
bles. There is no danger of a short- 
age in this class of fertilizer material 
and the competition between the sul- 
phur producers and the pyrites im- 
porters and producers as keen as 
ever. Prices remain nominally un- 
changed.

BALTIMORE 


PALTIMORE, Aug. 5, 1920. 


No changes of moment are to be reported in 
the fertilizer trade here, the manufacturers of 
mixture still having plenty of orders to take 
care of, while the situation with regard to 
railroad cars is no butter than _ before. It 
continues to be a grave question whether the 
shippers will be able to take care of the wants 
that manifest themselves, with the prospect 
of the railroads being prepared to handle the 
traffic offered dubious. One authority has esti- 
mated, for instance, that it will take not less 
than three years for the lines to get into proper 





condition, even after the rate raise goes into 
effect, and the process of reconstruction is 
actually begun, which does not augur favor- 


ably for the prompt taking care of the needs 
of the country in the way of fertilizers. The 
South, for example, is ready to receive goods 
for next spring, but the shippers are seriously 
handicapped Hence there is much specula- 
tion in the trade as to whether the volume of 
business will come up to what might be re- 
garded as normal proportions. 

The prices of various products, among them 
cotton and grain, have declined considerably, 
whereas the crude materials used by the man- 
ufacturers of mixtures remain as high as ever. 
Doubtless many buyers will hesitate to enter 
into commitments, feeling that the raw stocks 
must recede in prices along with the products 


of the farms, and this will tend to cause hesi- 
tancy. On the whole, however, there is much 
to encourage the members of the fertilizer 
trade. Even if the returns on the crops now 
being harvested react somewhat, the yield, 


which promises to be so much larger than had 
been expected, will go far to make up for the 
reduction, leaving the agriculturists still in 
a position to invest freely in fertilizers. 

The chief problem continues to be that of dis- 
tribution, and how long it will require to work 
out at least a partial solution is a question 
that receives much attention these days. The 
relative quiet which prevails is due rather to 
the impediments put in the way of the man- 
ufacturers in sending out supplies in response 
to orders than to a lack of inquiry, with every 
indication that if shipping facilities are pro- 
vided in some acceptable sort of measure, 
practically all the makers of mixtures will be 
able to clean up. 

FISH SCRAP.—Reports from down the bay 
about the state of the menhaden fishing con- 
tinue to be indifferent. Only moderate success 
is had by the various vessels of the fleet, the 
decidedly cool weather that has prevailed dur- 
ing the greater part of the time being blamed 
for the absence of really big catches. On the 
whole the results of the operations of the 
various craft have been almost disappointing. 
It was assumed that by putting the opening 
of the season back two weeks the boats would 
find the* fish plentiful enough to make up for 
the delay in a short time. Perhaps this ex- 
pectation might have been realized but for 
the low temperatures that have prevailed 
during much of the time. In past summers 
there have been experienced succeeding periods 
when the thermometer climbed high up into 
the nineties, but this year such intervals have 
been few and of short duration These low 
temperatures, it is believed, keep the menhaden 
down in deeper waters and militate against 
the catch. The quotations on scrap are firm 
at $7.50 and 10 down the bay, with a number 
of the factories sold ahead, and with every 
indication that a ready market will be found 
for all the scrap produced. One source of vexa- 
tion for the fishing companies is the low price 
of fish oil, despite the fact that the fish are 
yielding very lttle oil, and that the stocks on 
hand are relatively small. 

TANKAGE.—A slight easing off in the quota- 
tion on tankage is reported this week, but the 
change is not regarded as having any signif- 
icance, prices keeping up well, with the inquiry 
sufficiently active to make the sellers feel that 
they will have no treuble in marketing their 
supplies. Tankage is sharing in the good in- 
quiry for ammoniates generally, the market, 
of course, being helped by the fact that some 
materials which in former years figured ex- 
tensively in the trade are out of the market 
entirely or are being offered in very small 
quantities only. The holders of stocks are de- 
cidedly firm in their ideas as to prices, and 
so far the level of values has been well main- 
tained, though in the last week the quotations 
are perhaps a trifle easier, with $8.25 and 10 
asked for 11 and 15 high-grade ground tankage, 
ec. a. f. basis Baltimore. 

GROUND BLOOD.—The market for blood is 
about keeping pace with that for the other 
animal ammoniate, stocks being held at $8.35 
c. a. f. basis Baltimore, with the inquiry quite 
good. The Southern buyers especially are pre- 
pared to take up supplies with considerable 
freedom, many inquiries for next spring be- 
ing out. But the trade encounters impedi- 
ments in the shape of the impairment of ship- 
ping facilities and inability of the railroads 
to supply cars. The needs of the shippers in 
the way of cars are met only to a very Iim- 
ited extent, with the prospect of an improve-

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England’s Fuel Oil Policy 

Time will tell if the reports of England’s re- 
strictive petroleum policy be founded on fact or 
based on nothing more substantial than the chimeri- 
cal vaporings of highly imaginative individuals on 
both sides of the ocean. 

More light on the British attitude and its effect 
on American oil interests will doubtless soon be 
available to the citizenry of the United States in the 
form of a report by Dr. Van H. Manning to the 
American Petroleum Institute. It will be recalled 
that Dr. Manning recently sailed for Europe to par- 
ticipate in the organization of the International 
Chamber of Commerce. His primary mission, how- 
ever, was not to act as a delegate to the conference 
at Paris, but to discuss with British and French oil 
interests, in a quasi-ofhicial capacity, the terms of 
the San Remo petroleum compact between France 
and England. Dr. Manning has returned to the 
United States, his mission evidently completed. It 
will be interesting to learn how he views the inter- 
national oil situation. 

Pending the making public of the report, the 
Reporter will venture a few opinions. Dr. Man- 
ning’s views on the petroleum question are well 
known. His constructive suggestions for the build- 
ing up of the American oil industry, so far as future 
supplies are concerned, are too well known to re- 
quire elaboration. While abroad Dr. Manning dis- 
cussed the various phases of the international petro- 
leum situation with Sir John Cadman, who is the 
oficial adviser to the British Government on mat- 
ters relating to petroleum. Sir John’s views are as 
well known to American oil men as are Dr. Man- 
ning’s. What was the outcome of the interviews 
between the two experts? Perhaps the report will 
answer this question. 


So far as the San Remo agreement is con- 
cerned, the world already knows its contents. For- 
mal inquiry by our State Department regarding its 
relationship to and effect on American oil interests 
which seek to operate abroad brought from England 
the reply that the British policy was in nowise one 
of restriction or monopolization. Instead, England 
professed to sponsor the “‘open door’’ policy so far 
as oil is concerned. British officials emphatically 
deny that England is embarking upon an oil policy 
that is intended definitely to exclude foreigners from 
any participation in the oil resources of the British 

mpire. They assert that the British government 
has placed no obstacles in the way of foreign capi- 
tal that may seek to develop the oil fields in the 
regions under direct or indirect British control or 
mandate. 

_ Facts available show conclusively that England 
's not quite so free from the charge of discrimina- 
tion against development by foreigners of the oil 
ands under her control as she would make herself 
out to be. Whenever the question of petroleum re- 
Sources comes to the fore, British oil interests take 
— pesos in pointing out that the United 
oe s y uces within her own borders 70 per 
ca _ world’s oil output, while if the quantity 
i ed by the United States in Mexico is added, 

¢ total United States control in North America is 
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at least 80 per cent. of the world’s oil supply. On 
the other hand, England meekly points out that 
the British Empire produces at the present time only 
about 2'4 per cent. of the world’s oil supply, or, 
if Persia might be said to be under British domi- 
nation, about 414, per cent. of the whole. 

Whether these estimates are correct or not is 
beside the point. It is not pertinent to the present 
discussion. What is pertinent, however, is that Eng- 
land, if permitted to carry out her admitted petro- 
leum policy, will ultimately control the oil supplies 
of the future. As has been emphasized time and 
again, our oil resources are by no means inexhaust- 
ible. At the rate at which we are consuming petro- 
leum and petroleum products, we must either ar- 
range to develop oil fields abroad, on an equal basis 
as to opportunity with any other country, or become 
subservient in the near future to that nation which 
controls the sources of petroleum supply. 

That freedom of opportunity which is so essen- 
tial to the future welfare of the United States, Eng- 
land to the contrary notwithstanding, does not now 
exist so far as this country is concerned. Foreigners 
are excluded from operating in many parts of the 
British Empire. Claims made by England that no 
restrictive measures obtain in such countries as Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, South Africa or Egypt mean 
absolutely nothing when the true facts are known. 
For England to advance this as an argument evi- 
dencing her good faith is but a specious way of evad- 
ing the truth. Witness Australia’s agreement with 
the Anglo-Persian Oil Co., a purely British con- 
cern. Foreign companies operating in parts of the 
British Empire are required to comply with pro- 
hibitive laws that impose British directorates and 
domicile. 

In European areas that have come under the 
occupation of the British, prospecting by foreigners, 
Americans included, has been prohibited and pre- 
vented. If English oil interests are prospecting in 
these regions, it is because the British Government 
is unaware of it (sic). Where American interests 
have been affected by the closing of these territories, 
which has been accomplished in Egypt and in 
the Mesopotamian fields, the British Foreign Office 
advances the argument that the restrictions imposed 
had been considered necessary in order to prevent 
confusion and friction! 


In the United States no restrictions whatever are 
placed in the way of foreign exploitation of our pe- 
troleum and other natural resources, and that is what 
galls. England has found a ready excuse and rea- 
son for every act that she has performed in the fur- 
therance of her petroleum policy. All that Amer- 
ican oil interests ask is a “fair field and no favors.” 
In the matter of legitimate competition in the acqui- 
sition of oil territory abroad the United States has 
nothing to fear. _It is only when secretly-made agree- 
ments are unearthed that deriy to American capital 
the opportunity to expand its holdings, in order that 
England might control, that American oil interests 
are justly perturbed. It is not against the acquisi- 
tion of foreign territory by Great Britain that com- 
plaint is made, but against the underhanded diplo- 
matic methods followed for acquiring this control. 

Roumania, Russia, Transylvania, Mesopotamia 
and many other countries in the Old World offer 
untold potentialities for oil development. Why not 
an international pooling of interests for the opening 
up and working of these regions for the good of the 
entire world, instead of a selfish seeking by any one 
nation for the attainment of dominance at the price 
of peace and amicable international relations ? 

Let the capital of the oil interests of all nations 
be pooled for the development of the Eastern oil 
fields. As a business venture such an amalgamation 
of interesis is predestined to meet with success. It 
would be unnecessary, if such a plan were carried 
through to fruition, to employ large fleets of tank 
steamers to transport petroleum and petroleum prod- 
ucts 4,000 miles or more from the source of origin 
in order to meet demands abroad. Instead of pol- 
itics and camouflage, let us arrive at a form of in- 
ternational industrial communism that will be based 
on frankness and common sense. Let us really 
*topen the door” that will lead to the development

Field Reports and June Production 

Current reports from the several producing fields 
of the United States, Canada and Mexico would 
seem to indicate that there has been little change in 
the general condition of activity previously noted. 
Everywhere in the proven fields and in hundreds of 
wildcat areas the sound of the drill and other 
noises incident to either prospecting or developing 
are to be heard incessantly. Most of the fields show 
their usual quota of new wells obtained within the 
week under review, though few of the wells brought 
in have been of exceptional capacity. Nevertheless, 
those which were obtained have added materially, 
when taken as a whole, to the volume of pro- 
duction. 

In many districts the drilling season is now at its 
peak and the month of August should show some 
unusual figures if the present rate of endeavor be 
continued uninterrupted throughout the balance of 
the month. To do this will require some hard work 
and considerable study because of the scarcity of 
casing, which continues to be repurted as hampering 
work in some fields and because of the unusual rec- 
ord for production which has been set by previous 
months. Most notable of te latter was the month 
of June, statistics of whih have just been made 
available by the Geological Survey. 

According to the figures, the June output of petro- 
leum was the greatest yet recorded in the history of 
the industry in the United States, and therefore in 
the world. The month showed a total production of 
37,219,000 barrels of crude, which represented a 
gain of 288,000 over the previous month of May, 
when there were 36,931,000 barrels taken out of 
the wells of the United States. The June figures in- 
dicate a daily average output of 1,240,633 barrels 
of oil. 

Another interesting feature of the report was the 
indication that the constant decrease in the figures 
of stocks on hand at the end of each month had 
been stopped in June. This was explained by the’ 
statement that more storage facilities had been pro- 
vided in that month, with the result that the figures 
of stocks on hand showed a total of 126,674,000 
barrels, against 124,689,000 at the end of May. 
Deliveries by pipelines and other marketers to con- 
sumers also showed more satisfactory figures so 
far as conservation of oil may be concerned. In 
June there were 35,234,000 barrels delivered to 
consumers, as against 37,233,000 barrels in May. 

One of the most salient features of the report, 
however, is the quantity of imports of Mexican oil 
recorded for the month. They totaled 8,118,991 
barrels, or a daily average of 270,633, which 
compare with a total of 6,964,479 in May and a 
daily average of 224,661 barrels. 

The estimate of consumption for the month was 
placed at 42,689,000 barrels, representing an in- 
crease of 10,000,000 barrels exactly over the same 
month in 1919. But they showed a slight decrease 
from May, 1920, when the consumption was esti- 
mated at 43,987,000 barrels. 

In speaking of imports it may be noted that the 
figures of imports of Mexican crude oil during the 
week just closed, as shown by the Reporter’s own 
figures, place the total at the unusual mark of over 
600,000 barrels, while the returns from Philadelphia 
show more than 400,000 barrels brought into that 
port within the same week.

OBITUARIES. 
SAMUEL H. EDWARDS 


Samuel Howard Edwards, prominent 
in the petroleum industry, and for about 
forty years connected with the Tidewater 
Oil interests, died of heart disease on 
Tuesday, August 3, at his late home, 76 
West 35th street, Bayonne, N. J. 

Mr. Edwards, who was in his 63d year. 
was born in 1858 near what is now Oil 
City, Pa., a son of Joseph B. Edwards, 
of Albany, N. Y., who was one of the 
pioneers in the refining business, having 
a refinery near Albany, N. Y., and later 
one at Williamsport. Pa. Young Samuel 
was about 10 years old when oil was dis- 
covered by ‘Coal Oil Tommy” on Oil 
Creek, Pennsylvania. 

He held a patent for the improvement 
of stills in the distillation of hydrocar- 
bons, and during his long connection 
with the Tidewater company became ac- 
quainted with many persons in the trade. 
having been stationed in a number of 
towns for that company. 

At the time of his death he was gen- 
eral manager of the Bayonne refinery. to 
which position he was appointed in 1919, 
having advanced steadily from various 
positions since 1889. In that year he 
concluded a service of about eight years 
as superintendent of the can and case 
department plants at Chester. Pa., and 
3ayonne. He was manager of the Ben- 
son Mines from 1889 to 1897, and from 
1903 to 1994. He became mechanical 
superintendent in 1897, holding that of- 
fice until 1901. For three years. begin- 
ning in 1901. he managed the Townsend 
& Downey shipyard, which recently hbe- 
came a part of the organization of the 
Standard Shipbuilding Corporation, and 
which is located on Shooters’ Island. 

He supervised the building of pipeline 
and stations of the Tidewater company 
from Titusville, Pa., to Stoy, Tl. That 
achievement of 1904-1908 won much at- 
tention. and made it possible for Tide- 
water to tap the Illinois field in addition 
to Pennsylvania and others. 

Tt was in 1998 that he was given the 
post of mechanical superintendent at 
Bayonne. He was advanced to the posi- 
tion of general superintendent in 1911, 
continuing those duties until 1917. It 
was in 1914 that he became a member 
of the board of directors of Tidewater 

His brother, Frank W. Edwards who 
died in 1911. was general superintendent 
of the refinery at one time. Another 
brother, Oliver C., is a retired oil man, 
and was identified with the Magnolia Re- 
fining Co. and now resides in Los 
Angeles.

REFINED PRODUCTS 


Firmness has generally ruled in the refined prod. 
ucts market, with shipping conditions improved, ¢ 
far as the small factors were involved. The large 
interests have not been as hampered as the smaller 
ones, because of the means of private transportation 
at their disposal. Red neutral and red paraffnne oils 
were scarce and firm, continuing a condition that 
has existed for some time. Cylinder stocks of bright 
and filtered D also were firm and scarce. Black 
stocks showed no change in the week, waxes te. 
taining their interest for buyers, particularly in the 
refined grades. 

There seems to be a profuse number of offerings 
of Western stocks of refined products on the mar. 
ket, partly on account of the better production of 
oils by some refiners in the West. Higher prices on 
Pennsylvania stocks encouraged this extra produc. 
tion. There has been no perceptible break in the 
market on account of this augmentation of stocks, 


Fuel and gas oils for the domestic trade con. 
tinued firm in tone. Stocks of fuel oil are much 
lower than they were a year ago, and show a de 
cline from the total on hand a year ago.

The weakness in lard oils and other bases for 
lubricants is a bearish factor in the lubricant feld, 
and the lack of buying in the wool, leather and other 
factories is also annoying. There has been a num- 
ber of fair-sized orders for gasoline for export in 
the New York trade or at least handled by these 
people for out-of-town branches. A large refiner 
is not quoting here on benzine and fuel oils.

These regulations 
cover only the active drilling. production 
and gaging of oil and gas, the supervi- 
sion of which has been assigned to the 
Bureau of Mines by Hon. John Barton 
Payne, Secretary of the Interior. Other 
regulations relating to the giving of 
leases and permits, collection of rovalty 
moneys, etc.. are under the supervision 
of the General Land Office. 

_ The operating regulations, before be- 
ing submitted to the Secretary of the In- 
terior, were submitted to representatives 
of the oil industry in the States con 
cerned, at a conference held in Wash- 
ington under Assistant Secretary of the 
Interior Vogelsang, April 1 and 2, 1920. 
These regulations, therefore, have the ap- 
Proval of representatives of the indus- 
try with practical field and business ex- 
perience in oil and gas. The administra- 
tion of the regulations will be done by 
experienced engineers.

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NATURAL GAS PRODUCTION AND CONSUMPTION IN

The peak of natural gas production in 
the United States was reached in 1917. 
The volume of commercial natural gas 
produced in the United States in 1918 
was 9 per cent. less than in 1917. show- 
ing a decline which probably was con- 
tinued during 1919. The total produc- 
tion in 1918 was _ 721,000,959,000 cubic 
feet, a decrease of 74,109,417,000 cubic 
feet. The decrease in production in 1918 
is accounted for chiefly by the decrease 
in the volume produced in West Virginia, 
Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, Ohio and Cali- 
fornia.

the gas by the industries. In other 
words, more gas went into the homes to 
be used for lighting, heating and cooking, 
naturally resulting in a reduction in the 
quantity available for industrial estab- 
lishments. This fact is directly in line 
with the results to be accomplished by 
the conservation movement, namely, to 
curtail the amount of gas entering the 
industries and thus leave a greater sup- 
ply for domestic consuraption. One of 
the factors which has brought about an 
increased supply for domestic use is the 
fact that some State Public Service Com- 
missions greatly restrict industrial sales 
between November 1 and May 1 in order 
to meet the domestic requirements. Dur- 
ing the summer, when the demand for 
domestic gas drops and the lines are not 
required to work at their full capacity 
more gas is again sold to industrial es- 
tablishments. 

The principal natural gas consuming 
States in 1918 were Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
West Virginia, Oklahoma, California, 
Kansas, Louisiana, New York. Texas, Ar- 
kansas and Kentucky, which together 
consumed 701,068,684,000 cubic feet of 
natural gas, or 97 per cent. of the total 
consumaption in the United States. Ap- 
proxintately 78 per cent. of the natural 
gas produced in 1918 was consumed in 
the States where produced, the remaining 
22 per cent. being piped in and out for 
consumption in neighboring States. Penn- 
Sylvania alone consumed 25 per cent. and 
Ohio 20 per cent. of the total consump- 
tion in the United States. 


Domestic 


In 1918, 2.508543 domestic consumers 
utilized 271,102,298,000 cubic feet of gas, 
or 38 per cent. of the total volume con- 


sumed in the United States. This was 
a gain, as compared with 1917, of 3 per 


cent. in the number of consumers and 
5 per cent. in the quantity of gas con- 
sumed, which bears out the increased 


tendency for a greater utilization of nat- 
ural gas for domestic purposes. Ohio. 
Pennsylvania, Oklahoma, West Virginia, 
New York and Kansas are the largest 
beneficiaries of the domestic gas.

Industrial establishments, numbering 
16,581 in 1918, consumed 449,898,661,000 
cubic feet of natural gas. or 62 per cent., 
approximately two-thirds of the total con- 
sumption in the United States. Eighty- 
two per cent. of these establishments were 
located in Pennsylvania, Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia, Oklahoma, California and Kansas, 
and they consumed 84 per cent. of the 
total industrial consumption in the 
United States. A decrease of 11 per cent. 
in the number of industrial consumers 
and of 14 per cent. in the volume of gas 
utilized in the industries in 1918 shows 
the results of the policy of curtailing the 
use of natural gas in industrial plants. 
About 261,278,897,000 cubic feet. or 58 
per cent., of the gas utilized for indus- 
trial purposes in 1918 was consumed in 
manufacturing, in furnaces, kilns, ovens, 
in the manufacture of brick. cement, pot- 
tery, glass and in the smelting of ores. 
The remaining 188,619,764,000 cubic feet, 
or 42 per cent., was used as fuel in the 
generation of power. Of the total num- 
ber of industrial consumers there were 
5,986 who used natural gas in manufac- 
turing, and 10,595 who utilized the gas 
for power.

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BRITISH SEEKING 
NEW MOTOR FUEL 


Wide Researches Being Made 
for Cheap and Adaptable 
Gasoline Substitute 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 3. 1820. 


The high prices and increasing demand 
for gasoline have led to experiments in 
England for a suitable substitute motor 
fuel. Recent tests carried out by the 
London General Omnibus Co. appear to 
have resulted in interesting conclusions 
of utilitarian character, while the British 
Government is now conducting wide re- 
searches to discover a liquid fuel that will 
combine satisfactory features from both 
a scientific and a practical viewpoint, 
says Consul H. C. Claiborne at London. 

Some time ago omnibuses were success- 
fully run in Paris on a mixture of benzol 
and alcohol. Benzol being a _ coal-tar 
product resulting from fractional distilla- 
tion and usually extracted or ‘‘washed” 
from coal or household gas, the supplies 
of benzol are dependent on the supplies 
of bituminous coal and habitually con- 
tingent an the good will of the gas com- 
panies. However, the alcohol used is ex. 
tracted from vegetable matter, and con- 
sequently there is no limit to the avail- 
able supply. The experiments have, there- 
fore, contemplated a liquid fuel contain- 
ing as large a proportion of alcohol as 
possible. Nevertheless, it appears that 
neither benzol nor alcohol burns so quick- 
ly as gasoline, and the use of a mixture 
necessitates the structural modification 
of the ordinary gasoline engine. 

The workshop anda road, experiments 
carried out by the London General Om- 
nibus Co., with a mixture of benzol and 
alcohol in equal proportions, resulted in 
an efficiency as compared with gasoline 
of 12.5 to 15. The experiments in the 
workshop are said to have dealt success- 
fully with compression, carbureter set- 
ting, and heating of induction pipes. An 
analysis of the exhaust gases showed no 
unconsumed carbon monoxide. On _ the 
road tests it is reported that stoppages 
took place owing to congestion of the 
carbureter jets and deposit in the induc- 
tion pipes. Various mixtures of the two 
fuels were used, b 50 per cent. mix- 
ture proved the most satisfactory, al- 
though it impaired the engine to some ex- 
tent. 

The chief engineer of the London Gen- 
eral Omnibus Co, states with regard to 
comparative costs that the number of 
British thermal units produced per penny 
(2 cents) by gasoline are 6,050 and by 50 
per cent. mixture 5,000, the cost per mile 
showed a difference in favor of the for- 
mer of one-fifth of a penny (0.04 cent). 
Further investigations of benzol-alcohol 
in equal proportions gave 6.05 miles to 
the gallon for the mixture and 7.19 with 
gasoline. The advocates of benzol-alcohol

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OIL EXPERTS 
RESUME DUTIES 


Mines Bureau Technologists Re- 
turn to Various Posts After 
Washington Trips 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 4, 1920. 


J. O. Lewis, chief petroleum technolo- 
gist of the U. 8S. Bureau of Mines, left 
Washington yesterday for a field inspec- 
tion trip through certain oil districts. 
He goes first to Dallas, Texas, where he 
will confer with officials of the Bureau’s 
field office. He will then proceed to Bar- 
tlesville, Oklahoma, to look into condi- 
tions in that section, returning to Wash- 
ington in about ten days. 

Just before leaving this city Mr. Lewis 
announced that the Bureau has entered 
into a co-operative agreement witn the 
Chamber of Commerce of Ardmore, Okla- 
homa, in the interests of increase in oil 
production in that district, the Chamber 
having already made an initial donation 


of $1.000 for the work. This arrange- 
ment is the direct outgrowth of the ef- 
forts of Government petroleum experts. 


It seems that one of the Bureau's engi- 
neers shut off the water supply around 
a couple of oil wells in that vicinity 
purely for experimental purposes and a 
great incregse in oil production was noted 
in a fewg@ays. Whereupon the people 
of that ction were so impressed that 
the raisfmg of a co-operative fund was 
suggested that the Bureau might carry 
on the good work. The citizens of Ard- 
more got together and at once subscribed 
$1,000 to be spent in the discretion of the 
Bureau of Mines in connection with Im- 
provement of oil wells and oil production, 
and intimated that there is more to be 
had where that came from. 

Mr. Lewis expressed great gratification 
over this. Not that the sum is any king’s 
ransom, he said, but it manifests willing- 
ness and enthusiasm on the part of the 
people in the right direction, and is very 
encouraging to the Bureau's petroleum 
experts to put forth their very best 
efforts. 

J. H. Wiggins, assistant petroleum en- 
gineer, Bureau of Mines, who has been 
in Washington making reports of his 
studies in connection with crude oil losses 
by evaporation in the mid-continent field, 
has returned to the West to resume that 
work. Mr. Wiggins stated that enough 
has already been done in this connection 
to determine that the annual evapora- 
tion Joss in handling and transferring 
crude oil on the lease exposed to the air, 
amounts to about a quarter of the crude 


volume in the form of gasoline, its most 
valuable property. Experiments and 
studies to date, he stated, indicate that 
evaporation causes an average loss of 
510.000,000 gallons of gasoline in the 
mid-continent field. Mr. Wiggins will 
continue his work to discover the extent 


of this evil in the various fields and en- 
deavor to convince oil operators of the 
enormity of its significance and the great 
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need of remedial measures; then he and 
his colleagues will proceed to the task 
of evolving ways and means of checking 
and preventing this immense _ waste, 
which is particularly deplorable in view 
of the nation-wide campaign to conserve 
and prolong the supply of petroleum. 
Martin J. Gavin, Bureau of Mines ex- 
pert in charge of oil shale experimenta- 
tion, returns to the field of his activities 
tomorrow night. He has also been in 
Washington making reports of his studies 
to date and planning the work for the 
coming year. Mr. Gavin makes his head- 
quarters at Salt Lake City, where he has 
been and will continue to conduct shale 
investigations in co-operation with the 
University of Utah. The State of Utah 
is greatly enthused over the prospects of 
its vast deposits of oil shale, Mr. Gavin 
says, its university being the only recog- 
nized educational institution in the coun- 


try where oil shale is considered one of 
the great studies carrying a _ degree. 
Through its Department of Metallurgical 


Research that institution offers a fellow- 
ship in oil shale studies each year, which 
leads to the degree of Master of Science. 


Mr. Gavin divides his time between 
Salt Lake City and Boulder, Colorado, 
where great interest is manifested in oil 


shale investigation, both Utah and Colo- 
rado having appropriated sums of $10,000 
to have the work carried on in co-opera- 
tion with the U. S. Bureau of Mines. 
Several of the reports on oil shale de- 
velopment have been published and it is 
the aim of the Bureau to furnish informa- 
tion each month on the various phases of 
the work pending the publication of the 
whole in regular government bulletin 
form. 





Tanker Bidwell’s Launching Delayed 
—Vessel Sticks on Ways as 
Christening Party Waits 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 4, 1920. 
The tank steamer Bidwell was to have 
been sent off the ways at the south plant 


of the Baltimore Drydocks and _ Ship- 
building Co. at Baltimore, on July 31, 
and in fact all the preliminaries, includ- 


ing the smashing of two bottles of seltzer 
by two sponsors, were gone through with, 
but for some reason the hull refused to 
budge and the christening party finally 
had to leave the yard with the new craft 
still high and dry.

ANGLO-PERSIAN 
INQUIRY REJECTED 


Australian Government Refuses 
Labor Party’s Proposal to In- 
vestigate Monopoly Privilege 


CHATHAM, Ontario, Aug. 3, 1920. 

Further reports have been received of 
the discussions in the Australian Parlia- 
ment relative to the agreement between 
the federal government of Australia and 
the Anglo-Persian Oil Co. The proposal 
of the Labor party for an inquiry by a 
select committee was rejected, and the 
agreement for the erection of a refinery 
in Australia approved. Answering critics 
of the agreement, Hon. W. M. Hughes, 
premier, declared that the Anglo-Persian 
Oil Co. was purely British and had no 
connection with any other oil company. 
The contention that the agreement would 
place Australia under the domination of 
the Anglo-Persian Oil Co. came strange- 
ly, he declared, from men who had been 
silent under the domination of the Stand- 
ard Oil and Shell companies for years 
and years. 

“While these concerns controlled our 
supplies,”’ asserted the Hon. Mr. Hughes, 
“these critics were silent, but as soon as 
an imperial company comes along the 
cry is immediately raised that it will 
have a monopoly. What else have the 
Standard Oil and Shell companies en- 
joyed? Their only purpose in trading in 
Australia has been to make as much 
profit as possible. ‘When the Prices Com- 
mission declined to increase the price of 
their product, they threatened us with 
a famine. 

“I was surprised to hear, for the first 
time in my life,’ continued the Premier, 
“that moderation is one of the charac- 
teristics and attributes of the Standard 
Oil and Shell companies, that they have 
not increased their price, that they 
stopped short of taking the last penny 
out of the users of oil in this country, 
and that. in short, these companies, which 
have been, as it were, stalking horses for 


every democrat and every syndicalist 
and every demagogue throughout the 
world, are suddenly clothed with the 


shining garments of the philanthropist.” 

The Prime Minister said that the min- 
istry had secured an alteration of the 
agreement with the Anglo-Persian Oil 
Co. providing that the oil was to be sup- 
plied at fair and reasonable prices, the 
Commonwealth Ministry itself to be the 
judge of what was fair and reasonable. 
Another alteration obtained provided that 
if the freights charged by the company’s

It will be readily seen how this 
measure will hit a piece of oil property, inas- 
much as oil property is very short lived as 
compared to other business, and has to return 
in only a few years the entire investment and 
u profit on the investment made in the prop- 
erty. Such a bill would tax it out of existence. 

“Other measures include a prohibitive tax on 
Wildcat lease—the most hazardous part of the 
oil industry, where the oil operator is already 
taking 2 huge risk with only a small chance of 
return, and naturally has to have big profits in 
sight before risking his money—a raising of the 





present gross production tax clear out of all 
reason and the imposing of a 3 per cent. tax 
on gross receipts of refineries The latter 
measure is particularly iniquitous It will 
simply drive the refineries out of the State; 
for the tax, mind you, is not on profits, but on 
#ross receipts. So this bill would break every 
refinery in Texas if enacted into law, or force 
them to move into other States in order that 
they uld continue to compete with the re- 
fineries out of the ate. It would svund the 
death hnell of an industry which has already 
grown to be one of the greatest in the State 
“With these facts in mind it is readily ap- 


parent that every one 


who derives his livelihood 











or is Gependent in any way, directly or indi- 
rect on any part of the oil business should 
exercise great care in the selection of repre- 
sentatives to the next Legis.ature And this 
holds true for the big operator, who has large 
amounts of money tied up in the development

A new feature is a group insurance policy 
under which heirs of home builders are pro- 
tected in case of death. Under this arrange- 
ment the owner may insure himself for the 
entire cost of his home, and in case of his 
death the widow is handed a clear title, fully 
paid up, together with the total amount paid 
in to date on capital account. 


The loco refinery is some ten miles frorm Van- 
couver, and since the opening of the plant 
some years ago the majority of the workers 
have been traveling back and forth morning 
and night, involving a 40 per cent. waste of 
working hours.

Modern sewerage facilities are being installed 
and water mains being laid to supply water 
from mountain streams.

Independent Oil Men's Association, Septem- 
ber 28 to October 1, both inclusive The 
list has been furnished by the association and 
is official. The scale of charges is per day 
for one person. At the Adams, Auditorium, 
Kenmark, Metropole, Oxford and Shirley the 
rate is $3 per day for rooms without bath. 
The Savoy charges $4 and the Standish $2.50. 
For rooms with bath the following hotels 
charge $5 a day for single rooms:—Adams, 
Albany, Brown's Palace, Metropole, Oxford, 
Savoy and Shirley. The Kenmark and the 
Standish each charge $4 for a single room 
with bath Brown's Palace charges $8 a day 
for a double room with bath. 


Meeting of Oil and Railroad Men 


There was a meeting of the oil men with 
the representatives of the railroads in this 
city on Friday, July 30, in which an effort 
was made to improve the service that the 
railroads were giving the industry. There 
was considerable explaining and promising 
of co-operation, one with the other, and an 
announcement of the service at which the 
general managers were aiming. Estimates 
were supplied by the editor of a_ railroad 
publication which were of the usual nature 
and intended to take all blame for present 
conditions from off the shoulders of the roads. 
Since the announcement of the very large 
advances that have been allowed the roads 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission much 
of this cause for complaint cannot be held up 
as an excuse for lack of adequate service. 

The situation as shown by the shippers was 
absolutely without a parallel in its inefti- 
ciency. One of the oil men present stated 
without contradiction that the present time 
from Buffalo to New York city for a carload 
of freight was 60 days average. The car lot 
shipments were known to be 68 days on the 
road and 380 days was thought to be fast 
time. The railroad managers announced that 
the record for average performance should 
be not less than 30 miles a day for all freight 
cars If they do it after September 1 it will 
look decidedly queer 
The management of one leading road enter- 
ing Chicago stated that the number of men 
regularly employed in its Chicago terminals 
was 645. That all but fifty left at the time 
of the switchmen's strike, and that while 
they had about 500 men in their yards now, 
the only experienced men were the fifty old- 
timers who had refused to strike. 


Rocky Mountain Oil Men to Meet 


A meeting has been called by the two large 
associations of independent oil men to meet 
at Denver on August 19 This conference of 
the entire trade in the territory of the Con- 
tinental Oil Co. is for the purpose of dis 
cussing the adoption of a ‘‘code of trade 
practices.’’ This action is similar to that 
undertaken on June 22 last in the territory 
of the Standard Oil of Indiana. The invita- 
tion to this conference is to all oil men irre- 
spective of affiliations It is believed that the 
action will be welcomed by the _ industry 
The conference will be presided over by a 
member of the Federal Trade Commission. 

The committee that was appointed at the 
meeting of the oil industry which was called 
by the Independent Oil Associations last June, 
held a meeting and reports harmonious prog- 
ress. The trade will remember that the reason 
for the appointment of this committee was a 
natural desire to make the ‘‘code’’ such that 
the Standard interests could give it hearty 
support. The membership of the committee 
reports, that they have the rules in such shape 
that they are encouraged to believe that at a 
meeting to be held shortly the ‘‘Rules and 
Regulations’’ as adopted to date and approved 
by the independent interests will be acceeded 
to by all the interests in this territory, 


CHICAGO TRADE COMMENT 


At the Chicago oftice of Marsden, Orth & 
Hastings Co., Inc., it was stated that the re- 
cent announcement of a petroleum department 
would make no particular difference at this 
office It was further said that for years the 
company had been doing more or less export 
business largely as a result of the inquiry 
from abroad That this business had grown 
to such proportions that it had been made into 
a separate department, and for the time being 
that would be its chief activity, the filling of 
export orders. Later the various offices might 
begin trading in the various petroleum prod- 
ucts 

Ray June has resigned as the manager of 
the Chicago oftice of the Polar Producing & 
Gasoline Co., and is succeeded by his late 
assistant, Mr. A. B. Chase Mr. June is going 
to the Far West and after August 15 will 
either be on his way to or located at Wenat- 
chee, Wash He feels inclined to the oil game 
and may start a jobbing business if the outlook 
is favorable. 

According to H. M,. Byllesby & Co., the 
Shaffer Oil & Refining Co. has increased its 
earnings the first five months of the present 
year by over $500,000. The net earnings before 
deductions for Federal taxes were $3,970,864 
for the twelve months ended June 30, 1920. 
The company has been making considerable 
additions to its refinery at Cushing, and when 
these additions are completed and the plant is 
working on its increased capacity it will be 
able to greatly increase its earnings The 
new additions are just about ready.
